(2) if neither the Parking Authority nor 
Oxford Development Company/Grant Street 
decides to build a parking garage, Oxford

as consideration for vacation of a portion 
of Cherry Way. 

In the event that the parties cannot arrive 
at an agreed fair market value for the prop¬ 
erty as provided for in subparagraph 1, then 
fair market value will be determined through 
arbitration. 

(e) Oxford Development Company/Grant 
Street shall, by accepting the terms of this 
resolution, waive the right, in its corporate 
capacity, to ask for the appointment of 
viewers to ascertain any damages caused by 
said vacation, and in the event of any 
viewers proceedings being made necessary 
by reason of the passage of this resolution, 
said corporation shall jointly and severally 
agree to bind itself, its successors and as¬ 
signs, to pay or cause to be paid to the 
City Treasurer, all costs and expenses in¬ 
curred therein or in any appeals therefrom, 
together with all damages awarded.

Authorizing an increase in the nonelec - 
toral indebtedness of the City in the amount 
of $15,750,000 to be represented by notes 
issued in anticipation of the issuance of 
General Obligation Bonds in at least said 
amount, establishing the useful lives of pro¬ 
jects, accepting the proposals of Mellon 
Bank, N.A. and Pittsburgh National Bank, 
at a negotiated sale, fixing the interest rate 
and maximum interest rate and maturity 
date of the notes stating sources of repay¬ 
ment of the notes, authorizing deposits into 
the City’s Sinking Fund, directing the filing 
of documentation with the Department of 
Community Affairs, directing the prepara¬ 
tion of other necessary or convenient docu¬ 
ments, authorizing and directing payment of 
issuance expenses, authorizing and directing 
investments, contracting that the notes will 
not become an arbitrage bonds, establishing 
the form of notes, and repealing inconsistent 
resolutions and ordinances. 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
(“City”) deems it necessary at this time to 
borrow the sum of $15,750,000 to pay the 
costs of certain projects (“Projects”) which 
have previously been approved as part of 
the City’s Capital Improvements Programs, 
and which include the design and construc¬ 
tion of and property acquistion for the con¬ 
struction of bridges, the construction of a 
swimming pool, the reconstruction of side¬ 
walks, asphalt repairing, and other capital 
matters, all as set forth and more fully des¬ 
cribed in Schedule 1 annexed hereto and 
made a part hereof by reference thereto. 

WHEREAS, the City has estimated the 
costs and expenses of the sale in an amount 
not to exceed $15,000, which amount shall 
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be allocated ratably among the Projects; 
and 

WHEREAS, City Council deems it neces¬ 
sary to obtain funds to pay the cost of the 
Projects by issuing a series of notes consist¬ 
ing of two (2) notes in the principal amount 
of $15,750,000 to be designated City of 
Pittsburgh General Obligation Bond Antici¬ 
pation Notes, 1980 Series A (“Notes”); and 

WHEREAS, the City has received pro¬ 
posals for the purchase of the Notes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The non-electoral indebted¬ 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh be and hereby 
is increased by the amount of $15,750,000 
for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
cost of acquiring and constructing the Pro¬ 
jects. The Projects are more fully described 
in the City’s 1980 Capital Improvements 
Program, which descriptions are incorpor¬ 
ated herein by reference as if set forth at 
length, and in the aforesaid Schedule 1. 

SECTION 2. The useful lives of the in¬ 
dividual Projects constituting the Projects 
are all inexcess of twenty-five (25) years, 
and are therefore within the thirty (30) year 
requirement for useful lives where capital 
budgeting is employed under the Act. The 
City Council has received estimates of the 
cost of the Projects from the Directors of 
its Public Work Department, Water Depart- 
emnt, Parks and Recreation Department 
and other Departments who are qualified 
by experience to make such estimates. The 
City hereby covenants that the Projects, and 
the financing thereof, constitute valid public 
purposes under law. 

SECTION 3. Said debt shall be evi¬ 
denced by an issue of general obligation 
bonds to be in an amount not less than 
$15,750,000 designated “City of Pittsburgh 
General Obligation Bonds, 1980 Series A” 
with an appropriate series designation, bear¬ 
ing interest at a rate or rates to be deter¬ 
mined upon the sale thereof, but not in 


excess of nine and three-quarters (9 %%) 
percent per annum (“1980 Bonds”). The 
1980 Bonds shall mature in installments in 
such amounts as will produce an approxi¬ 
mately level annual debt service over a 
period of twenty (20) years from the date 
of issuance. The first principal payment 
shall be approximately one year from the 
date of issuance of the 1980 Bonds. The 
details of the 1980 Bonds will be fixed at 
the time of their issuance. 

SECTION 4. Pending the issuance of 
the 1980 Bonds, the City deems it desirable 
to issue the Notes. 

SECTION 5. The terms of the proposals 
(“Accepted Proposals”) offered to the City 
in a negotiated sale and described under 
the caption “Accepted Proposals” on Sche¬ 
dule 2 attached hereto and made part here¬ 
of are hereby determined to be satisfactory 
to the City Council. The Accepted Pro¬ 
posals are hereby accepted. 

SECTION 6. The Notes shall be dated 
the date of their issuance which shall be on 
or about November 1, 1980, shall bear in¬ 
terest from the date of their issuance, pay¬ 
able at maturity at the rate stated in the 
Accepted Proposals, shall mature not later 
than November 1, 1981 and shall be subject 
to prepayment without premium or penalty 
at the option of the City as a whole at any 
time or in part, from time to time. 

SECTION 7. The City intends to repay 
the Notes from the proceeds derived from 
the issuance of the 1980 Bonds. The City 
covenants and agrees that, oft or before 
maturity date of the Notes, it will issue the 
1980 Bonds in the amount necessary to pay 
the principal and accrued interest on the 
Notes outstanding and unpaid on their ma¬ 
turity date. The 1980 Bonds shall be offered 
for sale within the time stated above either 
publicly or privately, but if no proposals to 
purchase the 1980 Bonds shall be received, 
the 1980 Bonds shall be offered to the hold¬ 
ers of the Notes issued hereunder in full pay¬ 
ment of the Notes, or the holders, at their 
option, may extend the maturity of the 
Notes for one or more specified additional 
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periods of not less than six months each 
during which time additional olfers for the 
1980 Bonds may be solicited, all in accord¬ 
ance with Section 408 of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Unit Debt Act of Pennsylvania, Act 
52 of 1978 (“Act”). The City contracts with 
the holders of the Notes and the holders of 
the 1980 Bonds, in compliance with Section 
404 of the Act, that it will include the debt 
service on the Notes and the debt service 
on the 1980 Bonds in its budget for each 
year in which such amounts are payable; 
that it will appropriate such amounts from 
its revenues for the payment of such debt 
service and that it will duly and punctually 
pay or cause to be paid from its sinking 
fund or any other of its revenues, the prin¬ 
cipal of and interest on the Notes and the 
principal of and interest on the 1980 Bonds 
at the dates and places and in the manner 
stated in the Notes, in the 1980 Bonds and 
in the coupons, if any. thereto appertaining 
according to the true intent and meaning 
thereof, all to the extent required by Sec¬ 
tion 404 of the Act. For such budgeting, 
appropriation and payment, the City hereby 
pledges its full faith, credit and taxing 
power. This covenant shall be specifically 
enforceable. 

SECTION 8. The Treasurer of the City 
shall deposit into a separate account which 
is hereby created in the sinking fund of the 
City all moneys received from the sale of 
the 1980 Bonds for the payment of the 
principal of and interest on the Notes no 
later than the date upon which such pay¬ 
ment shall become due. The sinking fund 
depositary shall, without further action by 
the City, withdraw available moneys in said 
sinking fund and apply said moneys to the 
payment of the principal of and interest on 
the Notes. 

SECTION 9. Mellon Bank, N.A., is 
hereby appointed as Sinking Fund Deposi¬ 
tary for the Notes. 

SECTION 10. The Council hereby di¬ 
rects that the necessary documentation be 
filed with the Department of Community 
Affairs of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania so that the nonelectoral debt incurred 


hereunder may be approved as nonelectoral 
debt of the City. It is therefore hereby de¬ 
clared that the nonelectoral debt of the 
City to be incurred hereunder shall be 
$15,750,000 which, together with all pre¬ 
sently existing net debt of the City, will not 
be in excess of the limitations as set forth 
in the Act. The Mayor, City Controller and 
City Clerk, and any other appropriate offi¬ 
cers or officials of the City, are hereby au¬ 
thorized and directed to prepare, verify and 
file the Debt Statement required by Section 
410 of the Act, together with an application 
for approval of said indebtedness with the 
Department of Community Affairs as 
promptly as practicable and to do and per¬ 
form all other acts necessary and proper in 
connection therewith. Promptly upon re¬ 
ceipt of the approvals from the Department 
of Community Affairs, the Notes shall be 
delivered to the purchasers thereof. 

SECTION 11. The Notes hereby are 
awarded to the purchasers described under 
the caption “Accepted Propposals” on Sche¬ 
dule 2 (“Purchasers”). 

SECTION 12. The Mayor, Treasurer and 
Controller, and any other appropriate offi¬ 
cers or officials, of the City are hereby au¬ 
thorized, empowered and directed to execute 
and deliver the Notes to the Purchasers 
against immediate receipt of part of all of 
the proceeds thereof, and if part, upon re¬ 
ceipt of a binding commitment for a line of 
credit for the balance, and to take all other 
action and execute all other documents as 
may be necessary or desirable to effect the 
issue and sale of the Notes in conformity 
with this Resolution and the Act. 

SECTION 13. All moneys derived from 
the sale of the Notes are hereby appro¬ 
priated to the purposes herein stated, pro¬ 
vided, however, that as permitted by Sec¬ 
tion 403(4) of the Act, said purpose may 
be changed by resolution at any time. 

SECTION 14. The City hereby cove¬ 
nants with the holders from time to time 
of the Notes that no part of the proceeds 
of the Notes, or of the Notes and the 1980 
Bonds taken together, will be used at any 
time, directly or indirectly, in a manner 
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which, if such use had reasonably been 
expected on the date of issuance of the 
Notes, would have caused the Notes to be 
an arbitrage bond within the meaning of 
Section 103(c) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as amended, and the regula¬ 
tions proposed or promulgated thereunder 
at the time of such use and applicable to 
obligations issued on the date of issuance 
of the Notes. 

SECTION 15. The Sinking Fund De¬ 
positary or other lending institution is here¬ 
by authorized and directed to pay directly 
out of the proceeds of the Notes the fees, 
costs and expenses associated with the issu¬ 
ance thereof, upon presentation of a written 
directive from the Mayor or Treasurer to 
do so, and preparation and delivery of such 
a directive is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected.

Authorizing the Controller and Treasurer 
of the City of Pittsburgh to commence nego¬ 
tiations with City Depositary Banks for the 
issuance and sale of the City’s General 
Obligation Capital Notes, 1981 Series A, in 
the aggregate principal amount of $9,000,000 
for the purpose of financing a portion of 
the cost of the aqcuisition and construction 
of the City of Pittsburgh’s Capital Improve¬ 
ments Program, including, if necessary, the

dating of the Bonds, methods of determining 
net interest cost under the Act, reserve 
funds, capitalized interest, interest on secur¬ 
ity deposits, and the like, or other, insub¬ 
stantial matters. City Council further hereby 
directs that copies thereof and of other 
documents specified in the Notice be kept 
on file with the City Controller and City 
Treasurer and be distributed upon request 
as provided in the Notice. Pursuant to the 
Notice, the Financial Advisor is hereby re¬ 
quested similarly to keep such documents 
on file and available for distribution. 


SECTION 3. The proper officers and 
officials of the City are hereby directed to 
enter into a contract with a financial ad¬ 
visor to provide services at least customarily 
rendered by financial advisors in like fi¬ 
nancings. Said contract shall, among other 
things, set forth maximum fees in an 
amount not exceeding $25,000, and maxi¬ 
mum expenses in an amount not exceeding 
$17,500. All of the amounts, terms and con¬ 
ditions set forth in such contract shall fur¬ 
ther be acceptable to the Treasurer and 
Controller and in accordance with law.

City Council hereby states 
that the construction of the Capital Im¬ 
provements Program to be financed with the 
proceeds of the Bonds will not be com¬ 
pleted before July 1, 1981. 

SECTION 11. The Treasurer and Con¬ 
troller are hereby authorized and directed 
to accept, deposit and, if applicable, invest 
good-faith security deposits tendered in con¬ 
nection with the sale of the Bonds, in ac¬ 
cordance with law. 

SECTION 12. It is expected that the 
Bonds will be conditionally sold, in accord¬ 
ance with the Local Government Unit Debt 
Act, on or about December 10, 1980. It is

County and Urban Redevelopment Author¬ 
ity of the City of Pittsburgh in the Grant 
Street East Project Area, at a cost payable 
to the Port Authority of Allegheny County 
not to exceed $499,520.00, chargeable to 
and payable from Grant Street East Project 
Trust Fund.

d) The execution of an Agreement or 
Agreements with Carlton House Corpora¬ 
tion, the City of Pittsburgh and the Port 
Authority of Allegheny County providing 
for a plan for public access to be con¬ 
structed, maintained and secured by the Carl¬ 
ton House Corporation through its develop¬ 
ment to a public transit facility to be con- 
stucted by the Port Authority of Allegheny 
County. 

e) Carlton House Corporation, Port Au¬ 
thority of Allegheny County and Urban Re¬ 
development Authority of Pittsburgh shall, 
by accepting the terms of this resolution, 
waive the right in its corporate capacity to 
ascertain any damages caused by said vaca¬ 
tion and in the event of any Viewr’s pro¬ 
ceedings being made necessary by reason of 
the passage of this resolution, said petition¬ 
ers shall jointly and severally agree to bind 
itself, its successors and assigns, to pay or 
cause to be paid, to the City Treasurer, all 
costs and expenses incurred therein or in 
any appeals therefrom, together with all 
damages awarded. 

f) Utility easements, both public and 
private, which are located in the vacated 
portion of Tunnel Street are reserved; and 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority of 
Pittsburgh, its successors and assigns, shall 
protect utility rights-of-way from damage 
during any construction work by it or its 
successors or assigns in such manner as to 
assure the continuing function of said utili¬ 
ties’ lines and shall, by accepting the terms 
of this resolution, indemnify the City against 
any repair costs by reason of any such dam¬ 
age to any utility lines therein by it or its 
contractors. 

g) The recording in the Recorder of 
Deeds Office of the City’s Resolution acquir¬ 
ing fee simple title in portions of right-of- 
way in Grant Street, Bigelow Boulevard and 
Sixth Avenue. 


SECTION 4. The proper officers of the 
City are hereby authorized to execute, on 
behalf of the City, the Agreements referred 
to in this Resolution, which Agreements 
shall be in a form approved by the City 
Solicitor. 

SECTION 5. The Director of Public Works 
is authorized to permit reasonable street 
encroachments needed by either the Port 
Authority of Allegheny County or the Carl¬ 
ton House Corporation as a result of their 
development in the Grant Street East Pro¬ 
ject Area (Exhibit A). 

SECTION 6. The vacation of Court 
Place shall be effective upon the acceptance 
of paragraphs 8, 9 and 10 of this Resolution 
by Carlton Housing Corporation. 

SECTION 7. The City Controller is 
hereby authorized and directed to create a 
special trust account for the Grant Street 
East Project, to be designated “Grant Street 
East Project Trust Fund”, into which ac¬ 
count there shall be deposited funds pay¬ 
able by Carlton House Corporation, a Peti¬ 
tioner herein, together with such local funds 
as may be required and from which any 
payments under the aforesaid agreements 
shall be made.

thereon (an itemization of those City de¬ 
partments having projects which are to be 
financed with portions of the proceeds of 
the Notes, representing the amounts of such 
proceeds by departments, having been set 
forth in Schedule 1 annexed hereto and 
made a part hereof by reference thereto and 
is hereinafter referred to as the “Program”), 
which is on file for public inspection in the 
Office of the City Clerk, and for the further

WHEREAS, the City Controller, City

bids were received for the purchase of the 
Notes on December 15, 1980, and the Fi- 
nancal Advisor, in accordance with the Act, 
began negotiations for the private sale of 
the Notes; and 

WHEREAS, the City does not now claim 
that any portion of the debt evidenced by 
the Notes is subsidized or self-liquidating 
under the Act; and 

WHEREAS, the City has obtained realis¬ 
tic cost estimates from persons qualified by 
experience to make such estimates of the 
costs of the Program; and 

WHEREAS, the City has heretofore con¬ 
ducted a public hearing on this Resolution 
in accordance with its Home Rule Charter;

WHEREAS, no part of the Program rep¬ 
resents assessable improvements as to which 
the costs thereof are or will be assessed 
against properties benefited thereby; and 

WHEREAS, it is not in the best interests

WHEREAS, any such grants in aid will

a timely basis; and 

WHEREAS, the Notes are not being 
issued as bond anticipation notes pursuant 
to Section 408 of the Act, and the City has 
not covenanted to exchange bonds for the 
Notes at any time; and 

WHEREAS, the City wishes to pursue 
the possibility of negotiating the sale of 
approximately $9,000,000 of its General 
Obligation Capital Notes, 1981 Series B, in 
the near future, for the purpose, among 
others, of providing additional financing for 
the Program; and

ducted negotiations for the private sale of 
the Notes, has received a proposal therefor, 
has determined to accept that proposal an¬ 
nexed hereto as Exhibit 1 and made part 
hereof by reference thereto, and acknowl¬ 
edges receipt of the bid security required 
under Section 706 of the Act from the Pur¬ 
chaser as hereinafter defined.

TAURI, P.C., Note Counsel, of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, issued in respect of $37,000,000, 
aggregate principal amount, of City of Pitts¬ 
burgh General Obligation Capital Notes, 
1981 Series A, dated as of January 1, 1981) 

SECTION 7. There shall be imprinted 
on the Notes a facsimile of the corporate 
seal of the City and the facsimile signature 
of the Mayor, and the City Controller is 
hereby authorized and directed to counter¬ 
sign manually each of the Notes and the 
City Treasurer shall countersign the Notes 
manually or by facsimile. The City Con¬ 
troller is hereby authorized and directed to 
sign, manually or by facsimile, the coupons 


appertaining to the Notes. In case of the 
absence or disability of any such official, 
the Notes shall be signed by the City official 
authorized by law or by resolution of City 
Council to act in his place. The City Con¬ 
troller is hereby authorized and directed to 
deliver the Notes at his office to the Pur¬ 
chaser or in such other place as the Pur¬ 
chaser shall request, at the Purchaser’s ex¬

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the revenues of said City 
derived from taxes and from other sources for the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1981 and ending 
December 31, 1981 including therein cash sur¬ 
plus on hand at the close of business on December 
31, 1980, are hereby appropriated in the General 
Fund the sum of $164,605,008.00 and the Water 
Fund in the amount of $11,361,824.00 an addi¬ 
tional $11,890,000.00 Police and Fire salaries 
and Department of City Treasurer-Audit, to be 
paid from Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, making a 
total budget of $187,856,832.00 to pay the 
expenses of conducting the public business of the 
City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges 
thereof during the said period beginning January 
1, 1981 and ending December 31, 1981 as well as 
all encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 
1981 for which services have not actually been 
rendered, or supplies, materials or equipment actu¬ 
ally delivered prior to December 31,1980 and so 
reported to the City Controller. Said encumbrances 
shall be charged to the proper appropriation 
accounts against which encumbrances have been 
originally charged, and all unexpended balances 
of appropriations remaining open upon the books 
of the City Controller at the close of the fiscal year 
1980, shall be and the same are hereby ordered to 
be cancelled except such amounts as shall be 
required for payments for salaries and wages 
earned, services actually rendered or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1980 and so reported to the City 
Controller, or such amounts as shall be directed to 
be carried over to the fiscal year 1981 by resolu¬ 
tion or ordinance of Council. 

SECTION 2. No liability shall be incurred 
against any appropriation item in excess of the 
unencumbered balance thereof, and said appro¬ 


priation item shall be administered subject to and 
in conformity with the following terms and 
conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of payrolls 
shall be submitted to the City Treasurer in 
such form, and at such time as he may 
prescribe, this data to include records or 
employment, time worked, whether com¬ 
pensation is based upon hours or days 
worked, quantity or work performed, or 
upon a monthly or annual salary basis, and 
such other records or reports with refer¬ 
ence to personal service as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Trea¬ 
surer upon the basis of such records or 
reports, and submitted by him to the respec¬ 
tive directors or heads of departments or 
offices for approval and certification in 
such forms as he may prescribe. 

(c) In addition to the data required for prepara¬ 
tion of payrolls in (a) above, the respective 
directors or heads of departments or officers 
shall also prepare a written report, under 
oath, containing the same data, for all 
unspent payrolls, for each specific pay peri¬ 
od, for City Council, and shall further, 
prepare for transfer to Council’s Code 
Account 42-2, all such unspent salaries or 
wages, and to carry out such transfer, on or 
before the date set for the actual pay period. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be incurred 
by any department of the City government other 
than for salaries or wages, or for necessary 
expenses of employees when engaged upon City 
business, except through the issue of an order, 
stating the service to be rendered, work performed 
or supplies, materials or equipment to be furnished 
together with the estimated cost of the same. 

The Director of the Department of Supplies is 
hereby authorized and directed to provide upon 
requisition by the head of any department, all 
necessary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; provided, how¬ 
ever, that no requisition of any department shall 
be filled by the Director of the Department of 
supplies in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of the appropriation properly chargeable, and that 
no order shall be issued by the Director of the 
Department of Supplies, or by the head of any

other department of the City government, until it 
has been approved by the City Controller. 
Payments on account of direct purchase shall be 
made from the amounts hereinafter appropriated 
thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Supplies to go into stores 
shall be paid from the fund provided for such 
purposes, and when as directed by the City Con¬ 
troller; said fund shall be reimbursed from other 
appropriations to the extent of deliveries made 
from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may, by resolution of the 
Finance Committee from time to time, restrict 
expenditures from the appropriations made here¬ 
by, both as to amounts of expenditures and the 
periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by resolution of the Finance Committee 
at any time cancel in whole or in part any 
unencumbered balance of any said appropriations. 

SECTION 5. For purposes of administration 
and accounting control, the code numbers 
indicated herein shall be considered as part of the 
appropriation titles. 

CITY COUNCIL 

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh consists 
of nine members elected at large to serve a term of 
four years. It is the City’s legislative body and is 
divided into nine committees, which include 
Finance; Public Works; Public Service and Sur¬ 
veys; Planning and Redevelopment; Public Safe¬ 
ty; Water; Parks, Recreation and Libraries; Lands 
and Buildings; and Hearings. Each committee 
has its chairperson appointed by the President of 


Council and the President is elected by the mem¬ 
bers of Council. In addition to the regular com¬ 
mittees of Council, sub-committees are appointed 
by the president as business coming before Coun¬ 
cil necessitates. Members are also appointed to 
Carnegie Library of Pittsburgh, Buhl Planetari¬ 
um, and the Zoological Commission of Pittsburgh. 

City Council meets twice weekly—Mondays 
and Wednesdays. The legislative session is held 
on Monday for presentation and final action on 
matters governing the City of Pittsburgh. Stand¬ 
ing committees of Council meet on Wednesdays 
to deliberate action on bills that have been 
presented in the Monday meetings. Public hear¬ 
ings are held on proposed legislation and 
investigations are made of complaints and prob¬ 
lems that the citizens of the City bring to Coun¬ 
cil’s attention. 

Council makes the laws governing the City of 
Pittsburgh; appropriates the money for the 
operation of the City; approves Mayoral appoint¬ 
ments; reviews the proposed Operating, Capital 
Improvement and Salary Budgets, as submitted 
by the Mayor, and enacts enabling legislation, 
regulates revenue and expenditures; incurs debt; 
and carries out its duties as established by the 
Home Rule Charter and state laws. 

Council has a staff including the Budget Con¬ 
troller Office under the direction of the City Clerk. 
The City Clerk is elected by the members of City 
Council, who is responsible for the due, proper 
and faithful performance of all matters and things 
done and performed for the operation of City 
Council.

Fixing the number of officers and employees of 
the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensa¬ 
tion thereof, and setting minimum levels for 
designated positions. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day 
of January, 1981, the number of officers and 
employees of all departments of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, shall 
be and the same are hereby fixed and established 
as herein set forth. 

SECTION 2. To ensure the capacity of the City 
to provide an effective level of municipal services 
which will meet the economic, physical and social 
needs of its citizens, residents, visitors and neigh¬ 
borhoods during the fiscal year for which this 
Resolution shall be in force, those positions 
designated by Section 3 of this Resolution shall 
remain filled for the entire fiscal year, subject to 
any reasonable time periods required to replace 
existing officers or employees who leave City 
employment for any reason during that fiscal year. 
There shall be no reduction in the number of filled 
positions so designated unless authorized by a 
resolution amending this budget resolution, in 
accordance with Section 507 of the Home Rule 
Charter of Pittsburgh, In adopting this Resolution 
it is the intention of Council to provide funding 
for the annual budget at a level which will enable 
all departments and units of City government so 
designated to be staffed, equipped and maintained 
at the levels mandated herein. If, during the fiscal 
year, the executive branch determines that the 
number of employees so mandated in any 
program can be reduced without substantially 
effecting the level of services to be provided, the 
Mayor may request an amendment to this resolu¬ 
tion to accomplish that reduction, and shall include 
with any request of that nature the reasons for the 
reduction and evidence as to the impact of that 
reduction upon the level of services provided.

SECTION 1. The 1981 Capital budget as set 
forth in Exhibit 1 attached hereto and made part 
hereof is hereby adopt and the project authoriza¬ 
tions listed therein are hereby approved.

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District Map Numered 11 and 16 of the 
Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended so as 
to change from “R4” Multiple-Family Resi¬ 
dence District to “R2” Two-Family Resi¬ 
dence District all that certain property 
bounded by: SOUTH HIGHLAND AVE¬ 
NUE; WALNUT STREET; Block 84-P, Lot 
290 in the Allegheny County Block and Lot 
System; Block 84-R, Lot No. 45 in the 
aforesaid System; STRATTON LANE; 
Block 84-R, Lots No'd. 42, 41 and 9 in the 
aforesaid System; EMERSON STREET; 
SELLERS STREET; PURITAN WAY; 
Block 84-R, Lots No’d. 221, 219, 217, 215, 
213 and 211 in the aforesaid System;

AN ORDINANCE 

Amending the Pittsburgh Code, Title Two, 
Fiscal, Article IX, Property Taxes, Chapter 
265, by providing for temporary exemption 
from taxation for certain improvements to 
deteriorated dwellings and on residential 
construction pursuant to Act 42 of 1977; 
and repealing Ordinance No. 596 approved 
December 29, 1972, entitled, "An Ordinance 
providing for tax exemption for certain 
improvements to deteriorated dwellings pur¬ 
suant to Pennsylvania Act No. 34 of 1971”. 


WHEREAS, Act No. 42 of 1977 enacted 
by the General Assembly authorizes local 
taxing authorities to exempt from real prop¬ 
erty taxation, for specified periods, certain 
improvements to deteriorated dwellings anj 
new residential construction in certain areas; 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Sections 265.01 through 
265.08 of the Pittsburgh Code are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

265.01 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this ordinance, the following 
words and phrases shall have meanings set 
forth below: 

(a) “Board”— The Board of Property As¬ 
sessment, Appeals and Review of Alle¬ 
gheny County. 

(b) “Deteriorating Areas”— Those Loca¬ 
tions in the City which City Council, 
after public hearing, has determined to 
to be physically impaired on the basis 
of one or more standards including, but 
not limited to, the following: 

(1) The residential buildings, by reason 
of age, obsolescence, inadequate or 
outmoded design or physical deter¬ 
ioration have become economic and/ 
or social liabilities. 

(2) The residential buildings are sub¬ 
standard or unsanitary for healthful 
and safe living purposes. 

(3) The residential buildings are over¬ 
crowded, poorly spaced, or are so 
lacking in light, space and air as to 
be conductive to unwholesome liv¬ 
ing. 

(4) The residential buildings are faultily 
arranged, cover the land to an ex¬ 
cessive extent or show a deleterious 
use of land, or exhibit any com¬ 
bination of the above which is detri¬ 
mental to health, safety or welfare. 
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(5) A significant percentage of build¬ 
ings used for residential purposes is 
more than 20 years of age. 

(6) A substantial amount of unimprov¬ 
ed, overgrown and unsightly vacant 
land exists which has remained so 
for a period of five years or more 
indicating a growing or total lack of 
utilization of land for residential 
purposes. 

(7) A disproportionate number of tax 
exempt or delinquent properties ex¬ 
ists in the area. 

An area can be established as de¬ 
teriorated even though it is not a 
slum- and any such deteriorating 
area may include buildings which 
are not in and of themselves blight¬ 
ed or dilapidated. 

fr) “Deteriorated Neighborhoods’*— Any 
area containing unsafe, unsanitary or 
ovcrctowded buildings, vacant, over¬ 
grown and unsightly lots of ground; a 
disproportionate number of tax delin¬ 
quent properties; excessive land cover¬ 
age; defective design or arrangement of 
buildings, street or lot layouts; econom¬ 
ically and socially undesirable land 
uses* impoverished, as certified to by 
the Department of Public Welfare and 
approved by the Department of Rev¬ 
enue under the “Neighborhood Assist¬ 
ance Act”; or blighted because of in¬ 
adequate dwellings therein or because 
of inadequate planning of the area or 
the lack of proper light and air and 
open space. 

(d) “Deteriorated Property”— Any dwelling 
unit located in a deteriorated neighbor¬ 
hood or a dwelling unit which has been, 
or, upon request, is certified by a 
health, housing or building inspection 
agency as unfit for human habitation 
for rent withholding, or other health or 
welfare purposes; or a dwelling unit 
which has been the subject of an Order 
by such an agency requiring the unit 


to be vacated, condemned or demolish¬ 
ed by reason of non-compliance with 
laws, ordinances or regulations. 

(e) “Improvement”—- Repair, construction 
or reconstruction, including alterations 
and additions, having the effect of re¬ 
habilitating an existing structure so that 
it becomes habitable or attains higher 
standards of housing, safety, health or 
amenity, or is brought into comnlian e 
with the laws, ordinances or regulations 
governing housing standards. Ordinary 
upkeep and maintenance shall not be 
deemed an improvement. 

(f) “Residential Unit”— Any portion of 
property set aside and intended for use 
as living quarters for one or more in¬ 
dividuals, such portion having a sepa¬ 
rate kitchen and a minimum of one 
bathroom for the use of its occupant 
or occupants. Residential units shall 
not include any units constructed pur¬ 
suant to federally subsidized programs 
providing for rental units, including, 
but not limited to, Section 804, Hous¬ 
ing and Community Development Act 
of 1974, P.L. 93-393; Section 236 U.S. 
Housing Act of 1937; and Section 202 
U.S. Housing Act of 1959. 

(g) “Type of Unit”— House, apartment, 
duplex, semi-detached house or other 
dwelling place. 

(h) “Residential Construction”— The erec¬ 
tion of a building or buildings on form¬ 
erly unoccupied land or on land on 
which buildings which formerly existed 
have been demolished or razed, which 
erection consists of a residential unit 
or units designed to bring about higher 
standards of housing, safety, health or 
amenity. “Residential Construction” shall 
not be construed to include improve¬ 
ments, repairs, maintenance or any re¬ 
habilitation of existing units. 

(i) “Local Taxing Authorities”—Any coun¬ 
ty, city, township, incorporated town or 
borough or school district enacting im¬ 
plementary legislation pursuant to Act 
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42 of 1977 and which imposes taxes on 
the basis of real property assessments. 

(j) “Person”— Any individual, corporation, 
association, partnership or non-profit 
corporation, other than a developer, 
sponsor, real estate investment trust or 
other investor receiving subsidy or aid 
under a federal program who owns or 
develops new residential units or who 
is liable for real estate taxes on new 
residential construction; taxpayer. 

(k) “Municipal Governing Bodies”— Any 
city, township, incorporated town or 
borough enacting implementary legisla¬ 
tion pursuant to Article III of Act 42 
of 1977 in which maximum actual costs 
for exemption are set. 

(l) “Actual Cost”— The amount of money 
expended in the construction of a new 
residential unit or units, or in the re¬ 
habilitation of an existing unit. 

(m) “Assessed Valuation”— The worth as¬ 
signed to a residential unit or units or 
dwelling unit as certified to the City 
by the Board of Property Assesment, 
Appeals and Review. The term “assess¬ 
ed valuation” shall not apply to th^ 
worth assigned to land exclusive of 
buildings. 

265.02 BOUNDARIES. The Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh has determined as a 
fact that Wards No. 1 through 32 of the 
City of Pittsburgh, respectively, constitute 
“deteriorated neighborhoods” within the pur¬ 
view of Act 42 of 1977; and such wards also 
constitute “deteriorating areas” under that 
same act and within the definitions con¬ 
tained in this ordinance. 

265.03 EXEMPTION FOR IMPROVE¬ 
MENTS. Any persons making improve¬ 
ments to deteriorated residential property 
may apply for and receive tax exemption 
upon such improvements in the manner and 
in the amounts hereinafter provided. 

(a) The exemption from taxes shall be 


limited to the additional assessed valua¬ 
tion attributable specifically to the 
actual cost of improvements to deterio¬ 
rated property not to exceed the maxi¬ 
mum cost per dwelling unit specified 
in subsection B of this section or up 
to any lesser multiple of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000100). The exemption 
from taxes shall be limited to that por¬ 
tion of the increased assessment attribu¬ 
table to the improvement or improve¬ 
ments and for which a separate assess¬ 
ment has been made by the Board of 
Property Assessment, Appeals and Re¬ 
view and for which an exemption has 
been specifically requested. If the actual 
cost of improvements, as determined by 
the Board, exceeeds the maximum cost 
per dwelling unit, the Board shall de¬ 
crease such additional assessment valua¬ 
tion eligible for exemption from taxa¬ 
tion in the same proportion as the 
actual cost of improvements exceeds 
the maximum cost. 

(b) The maximum cost per dwelling unit 
shall be Nineteen Thousand, Eighty- 
Six Dollars ($19,086.00) for improve¬ 
ments made during 1979. Maximum 
costs for improvements made during 
each subsequent year shall be deter¬ 
mined by the Treasurer. It shall be the 
maximum cost for the preceding year 
multiplied by the ratio of the United 
States Bureau of the Census New One- 
Family Houses Price Index for the cur¬ 
rent year to such Index for the preced¬ 
ing year. The date of making the im¬ 
provement shall be the date of the issu¬ 
ance of the building permit improve¬ 
ment record or other required notifica¬ 
tion of construction. No tax exemption 
shall be granted under the provisions 
of this ordinance for any improvements 
to any dwelling unit in excess of the 
maximum cost specified herein. 

(c) If a deteriorated property is granted tax 
exemption pursuant to this ordinance, 
the improvement shall not, during the 
exemption period, be considered as a 
factor in assessing other properties. 
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(d) If the exemption request is approved 
by the Treasurer, the exemption shall 
be in force only in the three consecu¬ 
tive years in which additional taxes are 
imposed upon the increased assessment 
attributable to the improvements for 
which the exemption was requested, and 
the exemption shall terminate there¬ 
after. 

256.04 EXEMPTION FOR RESIDEN¬ 
TIAL CONSTRUCTION. Persons respon¬ 
sible or liable for the payment of taxes due 
on residential units in any of the deterio¬ 
rated areas enumerated in Section 2 hereof, 
may apply for and receive tax exemption on 
new residential construction in accordance 
with procedures and schedules as herein 
provided: 

(a) Any exemption from taxes shall be 
limited to the assessed valuation attribu¬ 
table to the cost of construction of the 
new residential unit, not in excess of 
the uniform maximum cost per dwelling 
unit specified in subsection B of this 
section. If the actual cost of construc¬ 
tion, as determined by the Board, ex¬ 
ceeds the maximum cost per dwelling 
unit, the Board shall decrease such 
assessment valuation eligible for exemp¬ 
tion in the same proportion as the 
actual cost of the construction exceeds 
the maximum cost. 

(b) The uniform maximum cost per dwell¬ 
ing unit shall be Fifty-One Thousand, 
Three Hundred Dollars ($51,300.00) for 
1979. For subsequent years, the un foim 
maximum cost per dwelling unit shall 
be determined by the Treasurer, It shall 
be the amount produced when the maxi¬ 
mum cost for the preceding year is 
multiplied by the ratio of the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census New One-Family 
Houses Price Index for the current year 
to such Index for the preceding year. 
The date of the construction will be 
the date of receipt by the Board of the 
notification of completion of construc¬ 
tion from the applicant in writing on a 
form prescribed by the Board. 


EXAMPLE: 

Multiplicand — Maximum cost for the 
preceding year 

x Multiplier — Ratio of the U.S. 

Bureau of Census New 
One-Family Houses 
Price Index for the 
current year to such 
Index for the preced¬ 
ing year 


Product — Maximum cost for

This product shall be determined by the 
Treasurer. 

(c) The maximum assessment eligible for 
the exemption of taxes shall be the 
assessed valuation attributable to the 
uniform maximum cost of construction. 

(d) Any exemption from taxes on the elig¬ 
ible amount of assessed valuation attrib¬ 
utable to new construction shall com¬ 
mence in the tax year immediately fol¬ 
lowing the year in which the building 
permit is issued, providing that an 
assessment valuation attributable to the 
new construction has been certified by 
the Board of Property Assessment, Ap¬ 
peals and Review. If no such certifica¬ 
tion has been made in the year follow¬ 
ing issuance of the building permit, 
then exemption shall commence in the 
first year in which real property taxes 
are assessed and imposed on such resi¬ 
dential units following construction. 

(e) For the first, second and third year for 
which newly-constructed residential unit 
or units would otherwise be taxable, 
100% of the eligible assessment on 
buildings shall be exempt from taxation; 
after the third year the exemption from 
taxation shall terminate. 

(f) If a residential unit is granted exemp¬ 
tion from taxes under this Ordinance, 
that property shall not be considered 
as a factor in assessing the value of 
other properties in the same area during 
the period in which the exemption 
exists. 
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INTER-GOVERNMENTAL 

CO-OPERATION 

265.05 The City may join co-existing 
local taxing authorities for the purpose of 
setting up procedures that will implement 
the intention of this Ordinance, and the City 
may cooperate with such co-existing taxing 
bodies to encourage the residential construc¬ 
tion in deteriorating areas of the City which 
this ordinance is intended to bring about, 
except as restricted by this or any other 
ordinance, act of legislature, or law of the 
federal government. The City may also co¬ 
operate with other municipal governing 
bodies to establish uniform maximum ex¬ 
emption. 

265.06 PROCEDURES FOR OBTAIN¬ 
ING EXEMPTION. At the time a person 
secures a buliding permit for making the 
improvements to deteriorated residential 
property or for the construction of a new 
residential unit or units in a deteriorated 
area, for which that person intends to re¬ 
quest exemption from taxation, that person 
may apply to the Allegheny County Board 
of Property Assessment, Appeals, and Re¬ 
view for exemption of the taxes that would 
otherwise be imposed on the basis of the 
assessed valuation of that property in the 
following manner: 

(a) At the time the building permit is ob¬ 
tained, a form prescribed by the Board 
should be obtained from the Treasurer 
or Bureau of Building Inspection and 
submitted to the Board of Property 
Assessment, Appeals and Review. 

(b) The request for exemption must be in 
writing and certified on that from set¬ 
ting forth the following information: 

(1) The date the building permit was 
issued for the said construction or 
rehabilitation. 

(2.) The type of improvements or the 
number and type of residential 
units for which exemption is re¬ 
quested. 


(3.) The summary of the plan of the 
improvements or the plan of the 
construction of the new residential 
units. 

(4.) The actual cost of the improve¬ 
ments or the actual cost of said 
residential units. 

(5.) Such additional information as the 
Treasurer may require. 

(c) When the improvements or proper con¬ 
struction has been completed, the prop¬ 
erty owner must notify the Board and 
notify the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion so that an inspection of the im¬ 
provements or construction may be 
made. When the Bureau of Building 
Inspection has completed its inspection, 
the Board will assess the property in 
question for purposes of calculating the 
amount of the assessment eligible for 
tax exemption under this Ordinance. 

(d) The Assessor will send the required 
form to the Treasurer certifying the 
amount of the increase in assessment 
attributable to the improvement or to 
the new construction and the amount 
of the assessment eligible for exemp¬ 
tion. The Treasurer will then exonerate 
that portion of the increase and refund 
the amount of the taxes attributable to 
the exemption up to the eligible maxi¬ 
mum amount. 

(e) Appeals from the assessment may be 
taken by the taxpayer or by the City 
as provided by law. 

TRANSFERABILITY 

265.07 The exemption from taxes autho¬ 
rized by this Ordinance shall be upon the 
property exempted and shall not terminate 
upon the sale, exchange or other alienation 
of such property unless otherwise provided. 

REPEALER 

265.08 Ordinance No. 596 approved De¬ 
cember 29, 1972, entitled: 
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“An Ordinance providing for tax exemp¬ 
tion for certain improvements to deteriorated 
dwellings pursuant to Pennsylvania Act No. 
34 of 1971” 

is hereby repealed. 

MAINTENANCE OF 

ACCRUED RIGHTS 

265.09 Nothing contained in this Ordi¬ 
nance shall be construed to waive, alter or 
terminate any rights which have accrued 
under Ordinance No. 596 of 1972; nor shall 
the repeal of Ordinance No. 596 of 1972 
terminate, by operation of law, any matter 
presently pending or in litigation pursuant 
to its provisions. 

265.10 EFFECTIVE DATE. The pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance shall become effec¬ 
tive January 1, 1980 and shall remain in 
effect for a period of one (1) year, at which 
time it shall be reviewed and either re¬ 
enacted, with or without modifications, or 
repealed. 

PROSPECTIVE APPLICATION 

265.11 It is the intent of Council that 
this Ordinance not be applied retroactively, 
and that no improvements or construction 
for which a building permit has already 
been issued be eligible for exemption. 

265.12 REPORTING. Reports contain¬ 
ing information relative to the amount of 
each exemption and the property owner re¬ 
ceived each exemption shall be presented 
by the Treasurer to Council on March 31, 
June 30, Seeptember 30 and December 31 
of each calendar year in which this ordi¬ 
nance is in effect. 

SECTION 2. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

SECTION 1. Title Eight, FIRE PRE¬ 
VENTION, Section 1.11 of the Pittsburgh 
Code is hereby supplemented by adding the 
following subsections: 

Section 1.11 (c) and (d) Fire Drill. 

(c) Educational occupancies shall conduct 
fire drills in accordance with the applicable 
requirements specified for this in Article 1 
of this Title. 

(d) Any deviation from the required Fire 
Drill procedure as outlined in Section 1.11 
(c) of this Code or practice of any system, 
rule or reference which is used as a fire 
drill and/or any means to evacuate a public. 


private or parochial school or institute of 
learning shall not be permitted unless first 
reviewed and approved by the Chief of 
Fire Prevention Division. 

Article I. General Provisions is hereby 
supplemented by the addition of Section 
1.15 Orders to Eliminate Dangerous or 
Hazardous Condition. 

When the Fire Chief or any Inspector 
shall inspect any building and in the course 
of the inspection finds violations of this 
title that are an immediate and present 
danger to life safety, the inspector may 
order the premises vacated. The vacation 
order shall be in effect until all violations 
affecting life safety are corrected. 

Section 801.02(b) is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

The Fire Chief may detail as inspectors 
such members of the Fire Department as he 
deems necessary. 

Section 801.03(c) is hereby amended to 
read: 

"Chief of the Bureau of Fire Preven¬ 
tion" [and Bureau of Fire Prevention] 
means the "Fire Chief’ [and "Fire De¬ 
partment" of Pittsburgh respectively.] 

Article 9. Dry Cleaning Plant FPC Sec¬ 
tion 91. Dry Cleaning and Dying Establish¬ 
ments is hereby repealed. 

ARTICLE 4 

FIRE PROTECTIONS SYSTEMS 

SECTION FPC 14.1 GENERAL 

FPC 14.1 

(a) Scope: The provisions of this article 
shall govern the operation, maintenance, and 
testing of all new and existing fire protec¬ 
tion systems, devices, units and fire safety 
equipment in all occupancies as herein 
provided. 

(b) Installations: Before any fire alarm, 
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detection or fire suppression system is in¬ 
stalled, enlarged or extended, a permit shall 
be secured from the Superintendent of 
Building Inspection. Plans and specifica¬ 
tions shall be reviewed by the Chief of Fire 
Prevention prior to the issuance of the 
building permit. 

(c) Acceptance lest: Before final approval 
and acceptance of fire suppression, alarm, 
detection or any other fire protection device 
including emergency generators and fire 
ventilating systems, in any building or struc¬ 
ture, the installation shall be subjected to 
the tests prescribed herein and conducted in 
the presence of the Chief of Fire Preven¬ 
tion. 

It shall be unlawful to' ocupy any biuld- 
ing structure or any portion thereof until 
all required fire protection systems have 
been tested and approved by the Chief of 
Fire Prevention. 

(d) Tests: All required tests shall be con¬ 
duced by and at the expense and risk of 
the owner or his representative. The Chief 
of Fire Protection shall not be held res¬ 
ponsible for any damages incurred during 
any such test. Where the presence of the 
Chief of Fire Protection is required for 
tests under the provisions of this article he 
shall be notified not less than 48 hours be¬ 
fore said test is made. 

(e) Signs: All existing fire department con¬ 
nections and fire pump test connections 
shall be properly marked with a sign indicat¬ 
ing their purpose and shall be maintained 
in a manner and location satisfactory to the 
Chief of Fire Prevention. A metal sign with 
raised letters at least one (1) inch in height 
shall be mounted on all fire department 
connections serving fire sprinklers and/or 
standpipes and/or fire pump test connec¬ 
tions. Such signs shall read Automatic 
Sprinklers and/or Standpipe and/or Test 
Connection. 

(f) Threads: A11 threads provided for fire 
department connections, to sprinkler sys¬ 
tems, standpipe systems, yard hydrants or 


any other fire hose connections shall be 
uniform to those used by the Pittsburgh 
Fire Department. 

SECTION FPC 14.2 DEFINITIONS 
FPC 14.2 

Automatic detecting device: A device 
which automatically detects heat, smoke or 
other products of combustion. 

Automatic fire alarm system: A manual 
fire alarm system containing automatic de¬ 
tecting device(s) which actuates a fire alarm 
signal. 

Automatic fire suppression system: A en¬ 
gineered system using carbon dioxide (CO 2 ), 
dry chemical, a halogenated extinguishing 
agent, or an automatic sprinkler system to 
automatically detect and suppress a fire 
through fixed piping and nozzles. 

Automatic sprinkler system: For fire pro¬ 
tection purposes, an integrated sprinkler 
system of underground and/or overhead pip¬ 
ing designed in accordance with fire pro¬ 
tection engineemg standards. The system 
includes a suitable water supply. The por¬ 
tion of the system above ground is a net¬ 
work of specially sized or hydraulically de¬ 
signed piping installed in a building, struc¬ 
ture or area, generally overhead, and to 
which automatic sprinklers are connected in 
a systematic pattern. The system is usually 
activated by heat from a fire and discharges 
water over the fire area. 

Automatic Water Supply: Water supplied 
through a gravity or pressure tank or auto¬ 
matically operated fire pumps, or from a 
direct connection to an approped municipal 
water main. 

Carbon dioxide (CO 2 ): The colorless, 
odorless, electrically nonconductive inert 
gas. 

Carbon dioxide extinguishing system 
(CO 2 ): A system to supply carbon dioxide 
(COa) from a pressurized vessel through 
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fixed pipes and nozzles. The system includes 
an automatic detection and actuating mech¬ 
anism. 

Central station system: A system, or group 
of systems, the operations of which are 
signaled to, recorded in, maintained and 
supervised from an approved central station, 
in which there are competent and exper¬ 
ienced observers and operators in attendance 
at all times whose duty it shall be, upon 
receipt of a signal, to take such action as 
shall be required under the rules established 
for their guidance. Such systems shall be 
controlled and operated by a person, firm 
or corporation whose principal business is 
the furnishing and maintaining of super¬ 
vised protective signaling service and who 
has no interest in the protected properties. 

Cooking appliances: All ranges, ovens, 
food boilers, upright broilers, charcoal broil¬ 
ers, char-broilers, griddles, deep-fat fryers 
or similar appliances used to heat, cook or 
process food for human or animal consump¬ 
tion. 

Dry chemical: A powder composed of 
small particles, usually of sodium bicarbon¬ 
ate, potassium chloride, potassium bicarbon¬ 
ate, potassium bicarbonate/urea or ammon¬ 
ium phosphate, with added particulate ma¬ 
terial supplemented by special treatment to 
prevent caking and provide flowability. 

Dry chemical extinguishing system: A sys¬ 
tem consisting of dry chemical and expel- 
lant gas storage tanks, fixed piping, and 
nozzles used to assure proper distribution 
of an approved extinguishing agent on a 
specific fire hazard or into a potential fire 
area. The system includes an automatic de¬ 
tection and actuating mechanism. 

Dry pipe system: As applied to water fire 
suppression systems, shall mean a system 
which is filled with air under pressure and 
a permanent water supply is controlled by 
an approved automatic dry-pipe valve which 
releases the water supply either by the re¬ 
lease of air or by thermostatic electric con¬ 
trol in the event of fire. 


Dry system: As applied to water fire sup¬ 
pression systems, shall mean a system with¬ 
out permanent or automatic water supply 
but equipped with a fire department con¬ 
nection. 

Engineered system: A functional unit re¬ 
quiring individual calculation and design to 
determine the flow-rates, nozzle pressures, 
quantities of extinguishing agent and the 
number and types of nozzles and their place¬ 
ment for the protection of a specific hazard. 

Fire protection system: A system includ¬ 
ing systems, devices and equipment to de¬ 
tect a fire, actuate an alarm or suppress 
fire or any combination thereof. 

Fire suppression system: A mechanical 
system designed and equipped to detect a 
fire, actuate an alarm and to suppress a 
fire. 

Foam extinguishing system: A special sys¬ 
tem to discharge a foam made from con¬ 
centrates, either mechanically or chemically, 
over the area to be protected. 

Grease consuming appliances or fume in¬ 
cinerator: Devices intended for placement 
over restaurant type cooking equipment in 
the exhaust duct and through which all ex¬ 
haust vapors or smoke must pass. Grease 
and other particulate matter from cooking 
fumes and exhaust are removed by open 
flames. 

Grease extractor: A device intended for 
the removal of smoke and grease-laden par¬ 
ticles from exhaust fumes or vapors created 
by cooking operations. A grease extractor 
device normally consists of a hood, a grease 
collecting device, a wash system, means to 
detect excessive temperature of the exhaust 
gas which activates a device to prevent 
flame and excessively hot gases from enter¬ 
ing the exhaust duct, and associated elec¬ 
trical controls. 

Halogenated extinguishing agents: A halo- 
genated compound is one which contains 
one or more atoms of an element from the 
halogen chemical series: fluorine, chlorine, 
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bromine and iodine. Halogenated extinguish¬ 
ing compounds shall be restricted to the 
following: 

1. Halon \2lly bromochlorodifluoromethane, 

CBrClF 2 ; or 

2. Halon 1301, bromotrifluromethane, CBrF3 

Halogenated extinguishing system: A sys¬ 
tem of pipes, nozzles and an actuating mech¬ 
anism and a container of halogenated agent 
under pressure. 

Manual fire alarm system: An interior 
alarm system composed of sending stations 
and signaling devices in a building, operated 
on an electric circuit so arranged that the 
operation of any one station will ring all 
signals throughout the building and at one 
or more approved locations. 

Riser: The vertical supply pipes in a 
sprinkler system or standpipe system. 

Sprinkler alarm system: An alarm acti¬ 
vated by waterflow from a sprinkler system. 

Standpipe: A wet or dry pipe line, extend¬ 
ing from the lowest to the top most story 
of a building or structure, equipped with a 
shui-off valve with hose outlets at every 
story. 

Wet system: As applied to water fire sup¬ 
pression systems shall mean a system which 
is filled with water and connected to a per¬ 
manent water supply under pressure so that 
water is discharged immediately from sprink¬ 
lers opened by a fire or from open hose 
outlet valves. 

SECTION FPC 14.3 
PROTECTION MAINTENANCE 

FPC 14.3 

(a) General: All fire protection systems, 
devices, units and service equipment which 
were installed in compliance with any law, 
ordinance or order, shall be maintained in 
an operative condition at all times, and it 


shall be unlawful for any owner or occu¬ 
pant to reduce the effectiveness of the pro¬ 
tection so required; except this shall not 
prohibit the owner or occupant from tem¬ 
porarily reducing or discontinuing the pro¬ 
tection where necessary to make tests, re¬ 
pairs, alterations or additions. The Chief of 
Fire Prevention shall be notified before dis¬ 
connection and interruption of protection, 
tests, repairs, alterations or additions are 
started and upon its completion, and shall 
be advised of the extent of and reason for 
such work. The restoration of the protection 
shall be diligently pursued. 

(b) Unsafe buildings: When any required 
fire alarm, fire communication, fire extin¬ 
guishing, fire detecting, first-aid fire fighting 
system, device or unit, or part thereof be¬ 
comes inoperative and affects the fire safety 
of a building or structure or the occupants 
therein, the Chief of Fire Prevention may 
order said building or structure or portion 
thereof vacated until said inoperative sys¬ 
tem, device or unit is repaired and returned 
to full service. 

(c) Buildings under construction: The 
standpipe system shall be carried up with 
each floor and shall be installed and ready 
for use as each floor progresses as required 
by building code. Standpipes shall not be 
more than one (1) floor below the highest 
forms or staging. 

(d) Vacant buildings: Vacant or unoccu¬ 
pied buildings or portions thereof shall 
maintain all required sprinkler and stand¬ 
pipe systems and all component parts in a 
workable condition at all times. Fire alarm 
systems shall be maintained in operating 
condition at all times, except when the 
building is vacated for periods of more than 
one (1) week; and the system shall be tested 
in the presence of the Chief of Fire Pre¬ 
vention upon restoration to use. 

(e) Buildings under demolition. When a 
building is being demolished and a standpipe 
or sprinkler system is existing within said 
building, such standpipe and/or sprinkler 
system shall be maintained in an operable 
condition so as to be available for use by 
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the fire department. Such standpipe and/or 
sprinkler system shall be demolished with 
the building, but in no case shall the system, 
oi systems, be more than one (1) floor 
below the floor being demolished. 

SECTION FPC 14.4 

PERIODIC INSPECTIONS AND TESTS 
FPC 14.4 

(a) General: Inspections and field tests of 
fire suppression, alarm, detection and any 
other fire protection systems, devices and 
equipment shall be conducted by the owner 
or his authorized representative as herein 
required. 

(b) Supervisory service: When testing any 
suppression system, sandpipe or fire alarm 
system which is connected through a central 
supervisory station directly to the fire or 
police department, notifications shall be 
given to the Chief of Fire Prevention before 
initiation of the tests. 

(c) Standpipes: All standpipe fire lines in 
all buildings and structures shall be flow 
tested as set forth in Section 14.5 b.(l) of 
this code at least every five (5) years. In 
buildings and structures exceeding seven (7) 
stories or eighty-five (85) feet in height, flow 
test shall be made at intervals of not more 
than two (2) years. At the time of the test 
all control valves, including those inside 
hose cabinets, shall be operated and then 
reset in their proper position to insure the 
workability of these valves. Systems not 
equipped with automatic fire pumps and 
unable to meet the flow requirements of 
Section 14.5 b.(l) shall be required to install 
pumps or tanks if deemed necessary by the 
Chief of Fire Prevention for the type of 
occupancy of the building. 

(d) Suppression system tests: The test con¬ 
nections for all suppression systems shall be 
operated at least once a year to determine 
that there is free flow at adequate pressure 
and that the supervisory service, if any 
exists, is operating properly. Automatic anti¬ 


freeze solution systems and auxiliary systems 
which are supplied from a domestic water 
source and which are not required to pro¬ 
vide a test line shall be exempt from the 
requirements of this section. 

(e) Fire pumps: All fire pumps that auto¬ 
matically supply water to suppression sys¬ 
tems and standpipes shall be operated peri¬ 
odically and at least once every thirty (30) 
days, until water is discharged freely from 
the relief valve. 

(f) Manual fire alarm systems: Manual 
fire alarm systems within all buildings shall 
be tested monthly. The use of the system 
for fire drill purposes shall be accepted as a 
test of only those parts of the system actu¬ 
ally used in the drill procedure. Accurate 
logs shall be maintained on the premises 
indicating box number, location, data and 
type of device tested. Any defect, modifica¬ 
tion or repair shall be logged, and the log 
shall be available to the fire department. 

(g) Automatic fire alarm systems: Auto¬ 
matic fire alarm systems and all alarms 
which monitor control valves and flow 
switches for fire protection and fire alarm 
equipment shall be tested at least once a 
year. 

(h) Fire safety devices: Special fire safety 
devices including automatic smoke venting 
equipment, emergency generators and any 
other special fire safety equipment required 
to be installed in any building or structure 
shall be tested by the owner or his autho¬ 
rized representative in the presence of the 
Chief of Fire Prevention or in accordance 
with procedures approved by the Chief of 
Fire Prevention. 

(i) Test records: A complete written record 
of all tests and inspections required under 
this article shall be maintained on the 
premises by the owner or occupant in charge 
of said premises, and all such records shall 
be submitted to the Chief of Fire Preven¬ 
tion when requested for this inspection and 
evaluation. 
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SECTION FPC 14.5 

STANDPIPE SYSTEMS 
(ACCEPTANCE TEST) 

FPC 14.5 

(a) General: A11 standpipe systems and 
equipment, including fire pumps, shall be 
tested in the presence of the Chief of Fire 
Prevention and approved before the system 
is placed into service. 

(b) Pressure test (wet, dry and dry pipe 
systems): All standpipe systems, including 
dry, wet and dry pipe systems shall be 
tested hydrostatically to demonstrate that 
the system will sustain for two (2) hours, 
a pressure of not less than two hundrcJ 
(200) pounds per square inch at the topmost 
hose outlet. 

(1) Flow test (wet and dry pipe systems): 
Wet and dry pipe systems shall be tested 
to determine that the source of water 
supply, held back by air pressure, is ade¬ 
quate to maintain a flow to the topmost 
hose outlet of five hundred (500) gallons 
per minute, with a residual pressure of 
at least sixty-five (65) psig at the top¬ 
most hose outlet; a working test of dry 
pipe valves, quick opening devices and 
air maintenance devices, if installed, shall 
be made before acceptance. Dry pipe 
systems must deliver water at the most 
remote hose outlet in not more than 60 
seconds, starting at the normal operating 
air pressure. 

(2) Flow test (dry system): Standpipe fire 
lines without permanent or automatic 
water supply and equipped with a fire 
department connection shall be capable 
of delivering two hundred fifty (250) 
gallons of water per minute simultan¬ 
eously from each fo any three (3) out¬ 
lets under the operation of one (1) fire 
engine or pumper. 

(c) Fire pump acceptance test: Fire pumps 
shall be subjected to the tests prescribed 
herein and shall demonstrate the suitability 
of the pump for its intended use. 


(1) Those present: When requested by the 
Chief of Fire Prevention, the pump 
manufacturer shall have an engineer pre¬ 
sent, the installing contractor shaU have 
a plumber and an electrician present, 
and the Superintendent of Building In¬ 
spection shall have a representative pre¬ 
sent at the field acceptance test 

(2) Capacity and installation: Sizes of fire 
pumsp and instilation requirements shall 
be regulated by the building code. When¬ 
ever the Chief of Fire Prevention shall 
find an apparent or actual violation of 
building code regulations, he shaU report 
his findings to the Superintendent of 
Building Inspection, who shall cause an 
investigation to be made jointly with the 
Chief of Fire Prevention, and they shall 
take appropriate action as necessry to 
secure compliance with the intent of this 
code and the building code. 

(3) Performance: Pumps shall furnish not 
less than one hundred fifty (150) per 
cent of rated capacity at a total head of 
not less than sixty-five (65) per cent of 
total rated head. The shutoff total head 
for horizontal shaft pumps shall not ex¬ 
ceed one hundred twenty (120) per cent 
of the total rated head. The inlet pres¬ 
sure available from a suction water sup¬ 
ply shall be figured on a basis of flow 
of one hundred fifty (150) per cent of 
the rated capacity of the pump, as indi¬ 
cated by a flow test. The pressure in 
public mains shall not be reduced in 
pressure below twenty (20) psi while the 
pump is operating at its rated capacity. 

(4) Overheating: As installed, at operating 
speed, the pump shall be able to operate 
at peak load conditions without objec¬ 
tionable heating of the bearings or of 
the prime mover. The operating pump 
speed shall be the speed at which the 
pumping unit would be expected to 
operate during a fire. 

(5) Electrical loads: For electric motors at 
rated voltage (and on A.C. current 
motors at rated frequency), the full load 
ampere rating should not be exceeded 
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(except as allowed by the service factor 
stamped on the name plate) under any 
conditions of pump load. 

(6) Automatic controllers: All pumps that 
supply fire protection systems or devices 
shall be capable of self-acting operatng 
by its own mechanism when actuated by 
some impersonal influence such as a 
change in current strength, pressure, tem¬ 
perature or mechanical configuration. 
The unit must be capable of self-starting 
and shut down after the starting causes 
have returned to normal and the pump¬ 
ing unit has operated for the time fixed 
by the running period time.The running 
period timer shall be set for one (1) 
minute of running time for every ten 
(10) horsepower rating of the motor. 

(d) Dry line standpipe stations: All fire 
hose stations for dry standpipe fire lines 
shall be marked with a permanently attached 
non-combustible sign with letters not less 
than two (2) inches high, in a color which 
contrasts wth the background color, and 
reading Dry Hose — Fire Department Use 
Only which is mounted or painted on or 
near said fire hose station. 

(1) Cabinets: When fire fighting equipment 
(standpipe fire hose, fire extinguishers, 
fire axes, fire department valves, etc.) is 
enclosed in cabinets, these cabinets shall 
not be blocked from use or obscured 
from view in any manner. 

(a) Hose racks and cabinets: Hose racks 
or cabinets shall be constructed to 
permit removal without encumbrance 
of covering or fastenings. Hose cabi¬ 
net doors shall consist of clear glass 
panels. No locking device requiring 
a key shall be permitted except that 
C-l occupancies where patients are 
mentally handicapped. If recessed, all 
hose cabinets shall have an identify¬ 
ing light installed above cabinet. 

SECTION FPC 14.6 

FIRE SUPPRESSION SYSTEMS 
(ACCEPTANCE TEST) 


FPC 14.6 

(a) General: All suppresion systems shall 
be tested in the presence of the Chief of 
Fire Prevention and approved before said 
system is placed into service. 

(b) Flow test: All water suppression sys¬ 
tems shall be tested at the test pipe to 
determine that an adequate design pressure 
and flow is available. Dry pipe systems must 
deliver water to the inspector’s test pipe in 
not less than sixty (60) seconds, starting at 
the normal operating air pressure. 

(1) Hydrostatic test (wet pipe systems): Wet 
pipe suppression systems shall be tested 
hydrostatically for two (2) hours without 
visible leakage at not less than two hun¬ 
dred (200) pounds per square inch, or 
at fifty (50) pounds per square inch in 
excess of one hundred and fifty (150) 
pounds per square inch. 

(2) Hydrostatic test (dry and dry pipe sys¬ 
tems): All systems shall be tested hydro¬ 
statically as specified in Section 14.6.b. 
(1), except when climatic conditions will 
not permit testing with water, a test shall 
be conducted with air pressure in ac¬ 
cordance with Secton 14.6.b. (3). The 
hydrostatic test shall be conducted when 
weather conditions permit. 

(3) Air test (dry pipe systems): Before the 
water supply for dry pipe systems is 
turned on and placed into service, the 
system shall be tested with air pressure 
of at least fifty (50) psi and allowed to 
stand twenty-four (24) hours with a max¬ 
imum presure loss of one and one-half 
(1%) psi. The clapper valve of a differ¬ 
ential type dry pipe valve shall be held 
off its seat during any test at a pressure 
in excess of fifty (50) psi, to prevent in¬ 
juring the valve. Automatic air pressure 
maintenance devices shall be capable of 
restoring normal operating air pressure 
in the system within thirty (30) minutes 
except for low differential dry pipe sys¬ 
tems where the recovery time may be 
sixty (60) minutes. 
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(c) Suppression system pressure tanks: All 
pressure tanks that supply an automatic sup¬ 
pression system shall be tested to a piessure 
of one and one-half (1%) times the working 
pressure. 

(d) Suppression system alarms: All re¬ 
quired flow, valve monitoring and low pres¬ 
sure alarms must be tested and in service 
prior to acceptance approval by the Chief 
of Fire Preventon. When alarms are trans¬ 
mitted to a central station supervisory ser¬ 
vice company, said company shall notify the 
Chief of Fire Prevention in writing that the 
alarm circuit is in proper working order. 

(e) Foam extinguishing system: Foam ex¬ 
tinguishing systems shall be of an approved 
type installed and maintained in accordance 
with the provisions of this code, the build¬ 
ing code and NFPA 11, 11A, 11B and 16 
listed for this Section 14.6.(e) in Article 31 
of this title. 

(f) Carbon dioxide extinguishing system: 
Carbon d'oxide extinguishing systems shall 
be of an approved type installed and main¬ 
tained in accordnce with the provisions of 
this code, the building code and NFPA 
listed for this Section 14.6.(f) in Article 31 
of this title. 

(1) Safety requirements: In any proposed 
use of carbon dioxide where there is a 
possibility that men may be trapped in, 
or enter into atmospheres made hazard¬ 
ous by a carbon dioxide discharge, warn¬ 
ing signs, discharge alarms and breathing 
apparatus shall be provided to insure 
prompt evacuation of and to prevent 
entry into such atmospheres and also to 
provide means for prompt rescue of any 
trapped personnel. 

(g) Halogenated extinguishing system: Hal- 
ogenated fire extinguished systems shall be 
of an approved type installed and main¬ 
tained in accordance with the provisions of 
this code, the building code and NFPA 12A 
and 12B listed for this Section 14.6.9 in 
Article 31 of this title. 

(1) Safety reuqirements: In any proposed 


use of a halogenated fire extinguishing 
system where there is a possibility that 
men may be trapped in or enter into 
atmospheres made hazardous by a dis¬ 
charge, warning signs, discharge alarms 
and breathing apparatus shall be pro¬ 
vided to insure prompt evacuation of 
and to prevent entry into such atmo¬ 
spheres and also to provide means for 
prompt rescue of any trapped personnel. 

(h) Dry chemical extinguishing system: 
Dry chemical extinguishing systems shall be 
of an approved type installed and main¬ 
tained in accordance with the provisions of 
this code, the building code and NFPA 17 
listed for this Section 14.6,(h) in Article 31 
of this title. 

(1) Safety requirements: Where there is a 
possibility that personnel may be exposed 
to a dry chemical discharge, warning 
signs, discharge alarms and breathing 
apparatus shall be provided to ensure 
prompt evacuation of such locations, and 
also to provide means for prompt rescue 
of any trapped personnel. 

SECTION FPC 14.7 

FIRE SUPPRESSION SYSTEMS 
FOR COOKING OPERATIONS 

FPC 14.7 

(a) General: The provisions of this section 
shall govern the installation, repair, opera¬ 
tion and maintenance of fire suppression 
systems for range hoods and food prepara¬ 
tion centers in all buildings and structures. 

(b) Where required: An approved auto¬ 
matic fire suppression system shall be re¬ 
quired and installed in all hoods and con¬ 
necting hood and duct systems when used 
in conjunction with fry and cooking opera¬ 
tions in food preparation centers within any 
occupancy except individual dwelling units. 
Such fire suppression systems shall provide 
surface protection for all cooking appliances 
and equipment that may be a source of 
ignition in or under the hood. Portions of 
the fire suppression system may be excluded 
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from duct systems that are equipped with 
an approved grease consuming appliance or 
fume incinerator if approved by the Chief 
of Fire Prevention. 

(1) Existing cooking operations: All existing 
food cooking operations in all occupan¬ 
cies, except individual dwelling units, 
which are not protected by an automatic 
fire suppression system and constituting 
a fire hazard shall be provided with a 
fire suppression system official. 

(2) Nonconforming existing systems: Auto¬ 
matic safety shut-off valves, remote man¬ 
ual pull stations, surface protection or 
extended surface protection shall be re¬ 
quired by the Chief of Fire Preven¬ 
tion on any existing automatic or non¬ 
automatic fire suppression system when 
said system does not conform to the pro¬ 
visions of this article and when addi¬ 
tional protection is deemed necessary by 
him for the safety and protection of the 
operation, the occupants or the operator. 

(3) Ventilating hoods: The Chief of Fire 
Prevention may require the installation 
of a ventilating hood and duct over 
cooking appliances when said appliances 
create or add to a potential fire hazard. 
Ventilating hoods and ducts shall be in¬ 
stalled in conformance with the require¬ 
ments of the building code. 

(c) Detailed requirements: All fire sup¬ 
pression systems shall be of an approved 
type and shall be designed, installed and 
maintained in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of Section 14.7.(d) of this code and 
the standards listed for this Section 14.7.(c) 
in Article 31 of this title. 

(d) General requirements: All required 
automatic fire suppression systems shall 
comply with the following requirements. 

(1) Plans and specifications: Plans and spe¬ 
cifications for the installation, extension, 
modification, alteration or removal from 
service of any automatic fire suppression 
system shall be submitted to the Chief 
of Fire Prevention and a permit shall 
be secured prior to the commencement 
of any work. 


(2) Matters covered: The plans and specifi¬ 
cations shall show in sufficient detail all 
pertinent features and clearances of ap¬ 
pliances, including size, location and type 
of cooking appliances, the type of fuel 
used, the capacity of the extinguishing 
system, the construction, location and 
sizes of hoods, ducts and stacks or flues, 
the location of exhaust fans, manual pull 
stations, cylinders, safety shut-off valves 
and portable fire extinguishers, and pip¬ 
ing, fusible link and nozzle layout. A 
copy of the manufacturer’s specification 
literature and a copy of any testing lab¬ 
oratory report covering the proposed 
system shall accompany all applications. 
When field conditions necessitate any 
substantial change from the approved 
plan, the corrected as-installed plans 
shall be submitted to the Chief of Fire 
Prevention for approval. 

(3) Location of cylinders containing extin¬ 
guishing agent: Cylinders containing the 
extinguishing agent shall not be installed 
in attics, concealed spaces, crawl spaces, 
or other areas unless they are provided 
ready access for inspection and mainten¬ 
ance purposes and only when specifically 
permitted by the Chief of Fire Preven¬ 
tion. 

(e) Permit: Upon approval of plans and 
specifications, a permit shall be issued by 
the Chief of Fire Prevention. Each system 
installed, extended, modified, altered or re¬ 
moved from service shall require a separate 
permit. All permits issued shall become 
invalid if authorized work is not started 
within thirty (30) days or if there is any 
false statement or misrepresentation of fact 
in the application or on the plans on which 
the permit or approval was based. 

(0 Approval of installation: The complet¬ 
ed system, including automatic fuel shut-off 
valves and switches, shall be tested by quali¬ 
fied personnel as required by the Chief of 
Fire Prevention. These tests shall be ade¬ 
quate to determine that the system has been 
properly installed and will function as in¬ 
tended. A cooking applicance shall not be 
placed into service or reactivated until a 
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final inspection is made and acceptance ap¬ 
proval is given by the Chief of Fire Pre¬ 
vention. 

(1) Installation certification: A certificate of 
installation shall be forwarded to the 
Chief of Fire Prevention by the person 
or company who installed said system as 
soon as the system is in service. Certifi¬ 
cates of installation shall be submitted 
in such form as the Chief of Fire Pre¬ 
vention may prescribe. The installer shall 
certify in writing that the installation has 
been made in accordance with the ap¬ 
proved plans and that all component 
parts of the system are in service. Ac¬ 
ceptance approval by the Chief of Fire 
Prevention shall be withheld untit said 
certificate of installation is received and 
accepted by the Chief of Fire Preven¬ 
tion. 

(g) Automatic safety valves and switches: 
When the fire suppression system is acti¬ 
vated all gas and/or electrical sources serv¬ 
ing cooking appliances, grease consuming 
appliances or fume incinerators and equip¬ 
ment associated with the hood shall be auto¬ 
matically deactivated. Such gas and/or elec¬ 
trical sources shall not be capable of re¬ 
activation except by manual means after the 
fire extinguishing system has been serviced 
and is ready again for action. 

(1) Integrated supply valves and switches: 
All grease consuming appliances or fume 
incinerators shall operate in conjunction 
with the exhaust system and the cooking 
appliances in such a manner that the gas 
and/or electric fuel supply will be sup¬ 
plied to the cooking appliances and the 
grease consuming appliance or fume in¬ 
cinerator only during periods the exhaust 
fans are in operation. 

(2) Fire dampers: Duct systems from range 
hoods shall not be equipped with fire 
dampers unless specifically approved for 
such use or are required as part of an 
approved grease extractor and approved 
extinguishing system or an approved fan 
by-pass system. 


(h) Automatic plus manual actuation: All 
fire suppression systems for the protection 
of cooking operations as required by this 
code shall provide automatic and manual 
actuation devices for the system. 

(i) Remove manual pull stations: A man¬ 
ual pull station, which will cause the com¬ 
plete system to operate in its normal fash¬ 
ion, shall be located at or near one of the 
exits from the area securely mounted not 
less than four and one-half (4%) feet or 
more than five (5) feet from the floor and 
not less than ten (10) feet from the hood. 
Manual controls shall not require a pull of 
more than a forty (40) pound force, nor a 
movement of more than fourteen (14) inches 
to secure operations. 

(j) Maintenance and inspections: All noz¬ 
zles, fusible links and cylinders shall be 
readily accessible for cleaning, replacement, 
inspection and serivee. It shall be the res¬ 
ponsibility of the person in charge of said 
cooking operation to see that the extinguish¬ 
ing systems are inspected at least every six 
(6) months and whenever said system is 
activated or found inoperative. Inspections 
shall be made only by properly trained and 
qualified personnel. Regular service con¬ 
tracts with the manufacturer or his autho¬ 
rized installing or maintenance company are 
recommended. All actuation components, 
including remote manual pull stations, me¬ 
chanical or electrical devices, detectors, ac¬ 
tuators, etc., shall be checked for proper 
operation during inspections. All fusible 
links and fusible link sprinkler heads shall 
be checked for proper operation during in¬ 
spections. All fusible links and fusible link 
sprinkler heads shall be replaced annually. 
Manual stations shall be sealed and safety 
pinned or latched. An inspection tag shall 
be located at the manual pull station indi¬ 
cating the date of the last inspection and 
the signature or name of the company who 
performed the work. 

(1) Certificates of inspection: A certificate 
of inspection shall be forwarded to the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention whenever any 
system is placed back into service after 
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being discharged or deactivated for re¬ 
pair work, and after each required semi¬ 
annual inspection, by the person or com¬ 
pany who performed said inspection. 
Certificates of inspection shall be sub¬ 
mitted in such form as the Chief of Fire 
Prevention may prescribe. 

(k) Portable fire extinguishers: All cook¬ 
ing operations in all food preparation cen¬ 
ters within any occupancy except individual 
dwelling units shall provide a sufficient 
number of portable fire extinguishers to 
afford adequate fire safety as determined by 
the Chief of Fire Prevention, but not less 
than one (1) unit. All extinguishers shall 
carry a minimum of twenty (20) B:C rating 
and capacity and be compatible with the 
fire suppression system extinguishing agent. 

SECTION FPC 14.8 
MANUAL FIRE 

EXTINGUISHING EQUIPMENT 

(a) General: All hand operated auxiliary 
fire extinguishing equipment shall be of an 
approved size and type suitable to the occu¬ 
pational use of the building and shall be 
installed in corridors or other locations, 
visible and readily accessible to the occu¬ 
pants of the building in accordance with 
NFPA No. 10 listed for this Section 14.8.2 
in Article 31 of this title. 

(b) Required auxiliary fire applicances 

(1) Theatres: Theatres shall be provided 
with at least two (2) approved fire ex¬ 
tinguishers in the stage area behind the 
proscenium wall where movable scenery 
is installed; not less than one (1) fire ex¬ 
tinguisher on stages or platforms with¬ 
out scenery or stage equipment; one (1) 
in each tier of dressing rooms, and one 
(1) immediately outside the entrance to 
every motion picture booth. 

(2) Other assembly buildings: Schools, as¬ 
sembly and lecture halls shall be pro¬ 
vided with one (1) fire extinguisher for 
each twenty-five hundred (2500) square 
feet of floor area or fraction thereof but 


not less than one (1) fire extinguisher in 
each laboratory, shop or other vocational 
room. 

(3) Residential buildings: In hotels, dormi¬ 
tories and lodging houses, at least one 
(1) fire extinguisher shall be provided on 
each floor at the stairway landing and 
in the corridor at each elevator or bank 
of elevators. 

(4) Construction operations: All building 
operations during construction shall be 
provided with not less than one (1) ap¬ 
proved fire extinguisher or water barrel 
and buckets in every storage or con¬ 
struction shed, whether said shed is in¬ 
side or outside of a building, and at 
each usable stairway on all floor Ieveels 
as soon as combustible material accumu¬ 
lates. During demolition, portable fire 
extinguishers shall be available in the 
locations listed above. 

(c) Cabinets: When auxiliary emergency 
equipment is enclosed in cabinets said cabi¬ 
nets shall conform to Section 14.5 (d)(1)(a). 

(d) Limited area sprinkler system: In iso¬ 
lated hazardous locations, incidental to the 
general use of the building, a limited area 
sprinkler system serviced from the building 
water supplies complying with the building 
code may be accepted as a substitute for 
portable fire extinguishers. 

(e) Servicing actuated units: Actuated ex¬ 
tinguishers shall be immediately moved away 
from their designated location and shall be 
temporarily replaced with a standby or spare 
unit of the same type and capacity as the 
actuated unit. 

Article 16. Flamable and Combustible 
Materials FPC Section 16.23(d) Abandon¬ 
ment or removal of Underground Tanks is 
amended as follows: 

Underground tanks taken out of service 
shall be safeguarded or disposed of by any 
one of the following means: 

(a) Placed in a “temporary out of ser¬ 
vice” condition. 
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Tank shall be rendered “temporarily out 
of service” only when it is planned that they 
will be returned to active service within time 
limits established by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention or pending removal with¬ 
in 90 days. 

(b) Removed 

In cases where tanks are rendered “tem¬ 
porarily out of service” records shall be 
kept by the Bureau of Fire Prevention of 
tank size, location, date and method used 
of placing the tank in a safe condition. 

Procedures for carrying out each of the 
above methods of disposing of underground 
tanks are described in the following sections. 

No cutting torch or other flame produc¬ 
ing equipment shall be used until the tank 
has been completely purged or otherwise 
rendered safe. In each case the numbered 
steps given shall be carried out successively: 

(a) Rendering tanks “temporarily out of 
service’. 

[1] Cap the fill line, gage opening and 
pump suction; secure against tamper¬ 
ing. 

[2] Leave the vent line open. 

(b) Removal of Underground Tanks. 

[ 1 ] Remove all flammable or combustible 
liquids from tank and from connecting 
lines. 

[23 Disconnect the suction, inlet, gage, and 
vent lines; remove sections of connect¬ 
ing lines which are not to be used fur¬ 
ther and cap or plug inlets, outlets, and 
leaks if any. After removal, the tank 
shall be gas freed on the premises if it 
can be done safely at that location or 
transported to an area not accessible to 
the public and the gas freeing com¬ 
pleted at that location. 

(c) Disposal of Tanks. 


[1] If a tank is to be disposed of as junk, 
it shall be retested for flammable va¬ 
pors, and, if necessary, rendered gas 
free. After junking and before releasing 
to junk dealer, a sufficient number of 
holes or openings shall be made in it 
to render it unfit for further use. 

[2] Safeguarding procedures shall be rea¬ 
sonably safe to persons and property. 
Safeguarding procedures conforming to 
the provisions of this Code shall be 
deemed to be reasonably safe to per¬ 
sons and property; on matters not de¬ 
tailed in this Code, safeguarding pro¬ 
cedures in conformance with the pro¬ 
visions of the standard listed for this 
Section 16.23d(3)(d)[2] in Article 31 of 
this Code shall be evidence that the 
procedures are reasonably safe to per¬ 
sons and property. 

(d) Reuse of Underground Tanks. 

[1] Used tanks which are to be reused for 
flammable or combustible liquid service 
shall meet all the requirements of this 
Code for the installation of under¬ 
ground tanks. 

Article 16. Flammable and Combustible 
Liquids is hereby supplemented by adding 

FPC Section 16.99(d) and (e) 

Parking and Garaging 

(d) The tank vehicle shall not be parked 
or garaged in any building unless the owner, 
lessee, tenant or agent of such building or 
garage has obtained a certificate of occu¬ 
pancy pursuant to the provisions of Title 
X — Building and such a certificate is 
prominently displayed therein. 

(e) Area Restrictions: 

Cargo tanks and tank vehicles with a 
capacity exceeding 2,000 gallons are pro¬ 
hibited within the Central Business District 
at any time except between the hours of 
1:00 A.M. and 5:00 A.M. either Eastern 
Standard Time or Daylight Savings Time, 
whichever is in effect. Provided this restric- 
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tion shall not apply to the Penn Lincoln 
Parkway or to the Duquesne Boulevard 
Underpass or to the point exchange between 
that Underpass and the Fort Pitt and Fort 
Duquesne Bridges.

FPC ARTICLE 32, Heliports, Helipads 
and/or Landing Decks. 

FPC 32.1 PERMIT REQUIRED 

A permit shall be required from the Fire 
Prevention Division for installation of new 
and use of existing heliports, helipads and/ 
or landing decks (hereinafter collectively 
“helicopter facility.”) 

FPC 32.2 PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS 

Plans and specifications for installation of 
new and for existing helicopter facilities 
shall be submitted to Fire Prevention Divi¬ 
sion and the Bureau of Building Inspection 
for their approval. 

FPC 32.3 REQUIREMENTS 

New and existing helicopter facilities shall 
conform to and be provided with but not 
limited to the following: 


a. The landing deck area shall be pitched 
in one or more directions with each 
pitched area terminating in a drain 
trough or type of catch basin so that 
fuel spillage or any other spillage will 
not be carried over the edge of the 
buildings nor off the landing deck area 
but instead will be deposited in a safe 
and approved location. 

b. The landing deck area shall be pitched 
away from access stairways, elevator 
shafts, passenger holding rooms and 
occupied areas and shall be pitched pre¬ 
ferably to the windward side. 

c. A sill or dike arrangement shall be pro¬ 
vided around the landing deck area with 
a storage capacity equal to the fuel hold¬ 
ing capacity of any aircraft using the 
helicopter facility. 

d. The helicopter facility’s drainage system 
shall be separate from the building drain¬ 
age system unless all water, oil and/or 
residue from the helicopter facility passes 
through an approved properly ventilated 
separator of such capacity that it will 
retain 100% of the full fuel or oil capa¬ 
city of any aircraft which may use the 
helicopter facilities under any conditions. 

e. The separator shall be periodically in¬ 
spected and fuel or oil or other com¬ 
bustible accumulation shall be disposed 
of in a safe manner. 

f. A fixed AFFF foam system shall be pro¬ 
vided for the helicopter facility and the 
facility shall have the capacity to handle 
the design rate of discharge from the 
system. 

g. At least two approved means of egress 
from the helicopter facility and roof shall 
be provided; the means of egress shall 
be remote from each other and a heli¬ 
copter facility provided for these opera¬ 
tions shall have at least two enclosed 
stairways. 

h. All stairways descending from helicopter 
facilities on roofs shall be provided with 
a sprinkler system. 
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i. A manual fire alarm station connected 
to an approved system which is used to 
notify the Fire Department shall be in¬ 
stalled at each point of egress from any 
heliport or helipad. A fire alarm system 
shall be provided at ground level easily 
accessible to persons for fire alarm ser¬ 
vice. The fire alarm system shall be of 
selective code type connected to build¬ 
ings which are used for helicopter fa¬ 
cilities. 

j. A fixed standpipe system shall extend to 
the roof and outlets shall be provided 
to permit effective hose streams covering 
the roof landing deck and helicopter 
parking positions without requiring ex¬ 
cessive lengths of hose. A fixed stand¬ 
pipe system shall be installed in accord¬ 
ance with Standard on Standpipes NFPA 
14 of 1974. 

k. At least two foam hose lines supplied 
from fixed outlets shall be available on 
the roof with each having capacity of 
100 gallons per minute foam water solu¬ 
tion. These foam hose lines shall be lo¬ 
cated at positions remote from each 
other and have the ability to discharge 
effective AFFF foam streams to provide 
coverage of the critical portion of the 
landing deck and the adjacent roofs. 

l. Automatic sprinklers shall be installed in 
all areas or rooms connected or used in 
conjunction with the roof or the landing 
deck. 

m. Fueling of helicopters on roofs of build¬ 
ings regardless of the buildings* occu¬ 
pancy is prohibited within the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

si. All landing decks shall be provided with 
approved aircraft landing lights in ac¬ 
cordance with NFPA #70 and FAA 
Regulations. 

o. The approach to the landing deck shall 
be free of overhead wires and unob¬ 
structed by any adjacent buildings. 

FPC 32.4 CONFORMANCE AND SIZE 


a. A new as well as an existing helicopter 
facility within the City of Pittsburgh 
shall conform to NFPA 418-8 through 
418-11 of 1973. 

b. The size of landing area for landing 
decks for fire protection purposes shall 
conform to helicopter size H-3. New and 
existing landing decks shall be provided 
with fire protection which will accom¬ 
modate helicopters of a size no smaller 
than H-3. 

Section 2. Title Ten — BUILDING of 
the Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended and 
supplemented as follows: 

Section 1065.03 MAINTENANCE OF 
EQUIPMENT

read: 

The Superintendent and Fire Chief shall 
be notified before such tests, repairs, altera¬ 
tions or additions are started unless the 
work is continuous until completion.

AN ORDINANCE 

Supplementing the Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article I, Regulated Rights 
and Actions, Chapter 601, Public Order, by 
adding Section 601.15, Signs on Gasoline 
Stations for All Districts. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code is 
hereby supplemented by the addition of the 
following new section: 

601.15 Signs on Gasoline Stations for All 
Districts. 

(a) At least one price sign per gasoline 
station, service station or other retail gaso¬ 
line outlet is required (illuminated or other¬ 
wise). Said sign shall be prominently placed 
and be easily read from a passing motor 
vehicle on abutting streets. The size of the 
sign shall be a minimum of twelve square 
feet or four square feet for each grade of 
fuel. A sign permit shall be required In 
accordance with Title Nine, Zoning and 
Title Ten, Building. 

(b) Should a gasoline station, service sta¬ 
tion, or other retail gasoline outlet sell 
leaded gasoline fuel, at least one octane 
level price in a unit price increment must 
be displayed in numerals no smaller than 
ten inches (10") tall on said sign. Should a 
gasoline station, service station, or other 
retail gasoline outlet also sell unleaded gaso¬ 
line fuel, at least one octane level price, in 
a unit price increment must also be dis¬ 
played in numerals no smaller than ten 
inches (10") tall, on said sign. Should a 
gasoline station, service station or other 
retail petroleum outlet also sell diesel fuel, 
at least one price of said fuel in a unit 
price increment must be displayed in num¬ 
erals no smaller than ten inches (10") tall 
on said sign. 

(c) Should a gasoline station, service sta¬ 
tion or other retail gasoline outlet be out 
of any type of gasoline posted, the price 
must be replaced with the word “out” in 
letters no smaller than ten inches (10") tall 
on said sign. 

(d) Should a gasoline station, service sta¬ 
tion or other retail gasoline outlet charge 
for a service previously offered free, the 
price of said service must be displayed in 
numerals no smaller than five inches (5") 
tall on said sign. 

SECTION 2. The provisions of this ordi- 
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nance shall become effective on July 4, 
1980. 

SECTION 3, That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

The Mayor, Controller and all heads or 
Directors of executive Departments, before 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
shall give bond in the amount of [fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000.00)] ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) except that the Trea¬ 
surer shall give bond in the amount of Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000.00), 
each bond conditioned upon the faithful dis¬ 
charge of their respective duties and obliga¬ 
tions. The bond of the Mayor shall be ap¬ 
proved by and deposited with the City Con¬ 
troller and the bond of the Controller shall 
be approved by and deposited with the City 
Treasurer. The bonds of all other Depart¬ 
ment heads shall be deposited with the Trea¬ 
surer. 

193.04 ERRORS AND OMISSIONS 
INSURANCE; PROPERTY 
INSURANCE. 

(a) The Mayor, Council, Controller and 
Directors of the several departments may 
procure errors and omissions insurance for 
any deputy, subordinate officer, clerk or 
employee and for themselves in such amount 
as the Mayor, Council, Controller or Direc¬ 
tor shall set. Such insurance shall be sub¬ 
ject to the conditions set forth in Sections 
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193.06 and 193.07, and shall be purchased 
through the Department of Supplies on 
competitive bids and in accordance with 
Sections 511 and 512 of the Pittsburgh 
Home Rule Charter. 

221.05 SUBMISSION OF PROPOSALS 
TO COUNCIL. 

The Treasurer shall submit the proposals 
by the lending institutions with his recom¬ 
mendations. Council shall [accept] autho¬ 
rize the acceptance of such of the proposals 
as in its judgment are most advantageous 
to the City and shall designate to the Trea¬ 
surer the active and inactive depositories for 
each ensuing year, specifying two banks 
which shall be active depositories for gen¬ 
eral funds accounts, one bank which shall 
be the active depository for bond fund ac¬ 
counts and such other banks as Council 
shall deem necessary as active depositories 
for special trust fund accounts.

249.05 EXCLUSIONS. 

(a) The amount of any allowance made 
for goods, wares or merchandise taken by a 
dealer as a trade-in or as part payment for 
other goods, wares and merchandise in the 
usual and ordinary course of. his business 
except to the extent that the resale price 
exceeds the trade-in allowance. 

303.02 DUTIES. 

Th Board of Water Assessors shall hear 
consumer complaints concerning [Depart¬ 
ment of] water billing procedures. The 
Board is authorized to make adjustments in 
bills or offer exonerations should [their] its 
findings indicate the propriety of such ac¬ 
tion. 

331.01 RATE AMENDMENT BY 
COUNCIL [RESOLUTION]. 

Water rates in effect as of the date of 
enactment of this Water Title shall continue 
in effect without change from year to year 
unless amended by [resolution] ordinance 
of Council which shall be effective as of 
the first day of the year [next preceeding] 
immediately following the year of passage 
of such [resolution] ordinance. 

331.03 UNMETERED WATER RATES. 

Water rates for unmetered water in effect 
as of the date of enactment of this Water 
Title shall continue in effect without change 
from year to year, unless amended by [reso¬ 
lution] ordinance of Council which shall be 
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effective as of the first day of the year [next 
proceeding] immediately following the year 
of passage of such [resolution] ordinance. 

477.02 GOLF COURSE, SKATING 
RINKS AND OTHER RECREA¬

(b) The Director is authorized to prohibit 
[from] the use of any City recreational 
facilities by non-residents or to impose a 
[greater] higher fee for [the] such use 
[of any City recreational facilities by] upon 
non-residents than that imposed upon resi¬ 
dents. 

501.01 COMMONWEALTH DEFINI¬ 
TIONS AND WORDS DEFINED. 

(a) (6) “No Parking Street Cleaning Zone” 
means that portion of any street where 
official signs, permanent or temporary, have 
been posted designating such area as a no 
parking street cleaning zone.

607.06 CARRYING FACSIMILES OF 
FIREARMS PROHIBITED. 

No person, except when on his land or 
in his own abode or fixed place of business, 
shall carry and display any facismile of a 
firearm with the intent to terrify, alarm, 
threaten or intimidate any person. 

Chapter 711, AUCTIONS, consisting of 
Sections 711.01 through 711.08, is hereby 
deleted in its entirety. 

719.06 PROHIBITED AREAS. 

(b) No person whether licensed or not 
shall use any street, sidewalk or other pub¬ 
lic place to sell wares or in any way ob¬ 
struct, interfere with or prevent the free 
flow of pedestrian or vehicular traffic with¬ 
in a radius of 250 feet [or two City blocks, 
whichever is less,] from any building, 
school, stadium or other site while a large 
crowd or other large assemblages are gath¬ 
ered there. 

905.02 OCCUPANCY PERMITS. 

(b) (3) In the case of a non-conforming 
use or structure, within one year after the 
effective date of [this] the Zoning Ordi¬ 
nance of 1958 or any subsequent amend¬ 
ment thereto which creates such non-con¬ 
formity;

651.02, DECLARATION OF POLICY is 
hereby supplemented as follows: 
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“651.02 DECLARATION OF POLICY. 

(a) It is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the City, in the exercise of its powers for 
the protection of the public safety and the 
general welfare, for the maintenance of 
peace and good government and for the 
promotion of the City’s trade, commerce 
and manufacturers, to assure the right and 
opportunity of all persons to participate in 
the social, cultural, recreational and eco¬ 
nomic life of the City, and to assure equal 
opportunity for all persons to live in decent 
housing facilities, free from restrictions be¬ 
cause of race, color, religion, ancestry, na¬ 
tional origin, place of birth, sex, handicap 
or disability or use of guide dogs, because 
of the blindness of the user; and, 

(b) It shall be the public policy of the 
City to prohibit discrimination because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national ori¬ 
gin, place of birth, sex, age, non-job related 
handicap, or disability in employment; and, 

(c) It shall be the public policy of the 
City to prohibit discrimination because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national ori¬ 
gin, place of birth, sex, handicap or dis¬ 
ability or use of guide dogs because of the 
blindness of the user, in places of public 
accomodation, resort, recreation or amuse¬ 
ment 

SECTION 2. The Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article V, Discrimination, 
Chapter 653, Human Relations Commission 
Section 653.05, POWERS AND DUTIES is 
hereby supplemented as follows: 

“653.05 POWERS AND DUTIES. 

(b) Initiate or receive and investigate other 
complaints of discrimination against any 
person because of race, color, religion, an¬ 
cestry, national origin, place of birth, sex, 
age, handicap, disability or use of guide 
dogs because of the blindness of the user, 
and seek the satisfactory adjustment of such 
complaints. Any complaint filed under this 
subsection which the Commission believes 
may constitute a violation of a law of the 
United States or the Commonwealth may 


be certified to its Solicitor for such actions 
as it deems proper. 

(d) Certify upon the request of any per¬ 
son that a particular occupation or position 
is exempt from the provisions of this article 
relating to unlawful employment practices if 
the Commission finds that the occupation 
or position reasonably requires the employ¬ 
ment of persons of a particular race, color, 
religion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, age, handicap or disability or use 
of guide dogs because of the blindness of 
the user, and that such certification is not 
sought as a means of circumventing the 
spirit and purpose of this article. The burden 
of proving the facts required for such a 
finding shall be in each instance upon the 
person requesting the certification of exemp¬ 
tion from the provisions of this article. 

(f) Institute and conduct educational and 
other programs to promote the equal rights 
and opportunities of all persons, regardless 
of their race, color, religion, ancestry, na¬ 
tional origin, place of birth, sex, age, handi¬ 
cap or disability or use of guide dogs be¬ 
cause of the blindness of the user, and pro¬ 
mote understanding among persons and 
groups of different races, colors, religions, 
ancestries, national origins, places of birth, 
sexes, ages, handicaps or disabilities or use 
of guide dogs. In the performance of its 
duties, the Commission may cooperate with 
interested residents, private agencies and 
agencies of the Federal, Commonwealth and 
local governments. 

(k) Recommend legislation to promote 
and insure equal rights and opportunities 
for all persons regardless of their race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin, 
place of birth, sex, age, handicap or dis¬ 
ability or use of guide dogs because of the 
blindness of the user. 

SECTION 3. The Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article V, Discrimination, 
Chapter 659, Unlawful Practices, Section 
659.02, UNLAWFUL EMPLOYMENT 
PRACTICES, Section 659.03, UNLAWFUL 
HOUSING PRACTICES, and Section 
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659.04, UNLAWFUL PUBLIC ACCOMO¬ 
DATIONS PRACTICE is hereby supple¬ 
mented as follows: 

“659.02 UNLAWFUL EMPLOYMENT 
PRACTICES. 

(a) For any employer to refuse to hire 
any person or otherwise to discriminate 
against any person with respect to hiring, 
tenure, compensation, promotion, discharge 
or any other terms, conditions or privileges 
directly or indirectly related to employment 
because of race, color, religion, ancestry, 
national origin, place of birth, sex, age, non- 
job related handicap or disability. 

(b) For any employer, employment agency 
or labor organization to establish, announce 
or follow a policy of denying or limiting, 
through a quota system or otherwise, the 
employment or membership opportunities of 
any person or group of persons because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national ori¬ 
gin, place of birth, sex, age, non-job related 
handicap or disability. 

(c) For any employer, labor organization, 
employment agency or any joint labor man¬ 
agement committee controlling apprentice 
training programs to deny to or withhold 
from any person the right to be admitted to 
or participate in a guidance program, an 
apprenticeship training program, as on-the- 
job training program or any other occupa¬ 
tional training program because of race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin, 
place of birth, sex, age, non-job related 
handicap or disability. 

(d) For any employer, employment agency 
or labor organization to require of any 
applicant for employment or membership 
any information concerning race, color, re¬ 
ligion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, age, non-job related handicap or 
disability. 

(e) For any employer, employment agency 
or labor organization to publish or circulate, 
or to cause to be published or circulated, 
any notice or advertisement relating to em¬ 
ployment or membership which indicates 


any discrimination because of race, color, 
religion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, age, non-job related handicap or 
disability. 

(0 For any employment agency to fail or 
refuse to classify properly or refer for em¬ 
ployment or otherwise to disricminate 
against any person because of race, color, 
religion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, age, non-job related handicap or 
disability. 

(g) For any employer substantially to con¬ 
fine or limit recruitment or hiring of em¬ 
ployees, with intent to circumvent the spirit 
and purpose of this article, to any employ¬ 
ment agency, employment service, labor or¬ 
ganization, training school, training center 
or any other employee-referring source 
which serves persons who are predomi¬ 
nantly of the same race, color, religion, an¬ 
cestry, national origin, place of birth, sex, 
age, non-job related handicap or disability. 

(h) For any labor organization to dis¬ 
criminate against any person in any way 
which would deprive or limit his employ¬ 
ment opportunities or otherwise adversely 
affect his status as an applicant for em¬ 
ployment or as an employee with regard to 
tenure, compensation, promotion, discharge 
or any other terms, conditions or privileges 
directly or indirectly related to employment 
because of race, color, religion, ancestry, 
national origin, place of birth, sex, age, non¬ 
job related handicap or disability. 

(k) Recommend legislation to promote 
and insure equal rights and opportunities for 
all persons regardless of their race, color, 
religion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, age, handicap or disability, or 
use of guide dogs because of the blindness 
of the user. 

659.03 UNLAWFUL HOUSING 
PRACTICES. 

It shall be unlawful housing practice, ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided in this section: 

(a) For any owner, real estate broker or 
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any other person to refuse to sell, lease, 
sublease, rent, assign or otherwise transfer, 
oi to refuse to negotiate for the sale, lease, 
sublease, rental, assignment or other trans¬ 
fer of, the title, leasehold or other interest 
in any housing accommodation to any per¬ 
son, or to represent that any housing accom¬ 
modation is not available for inspection, 
sale, lease, sublease, rental, assignment or 
other transfer when in fact it is so available, 
or otherwise to deny or withhold any hous¬ 
ing accommodation from any person be¬ 
cause of race, color, religion, ancestry, na¬ 
tional origin, place of birth, sex, handicap 
or disability or use of guide dogs because 
of the blindness of the user, or to discrimi¬ 
nate against, segregate or assign quotas to 
any person or group of persons in connec¬ 
tion with the sale, lease, sublease, rental, 
assignment or other transfer of the title, 
leasehold, or other interest in any housing 
accommodation or housing accommodations. 

(b) For any person, including any owner 
or real estate broker, to include in the 
terms, conditions or privileges of any sale, 
lease, sublease, rental, assignment or other 
transfer of any housing accommodation any 
clause, condition or restriction discriminat¬ 
ing against, or requiring any other person 
to discriminate against any person in the 
use or occupancy of such housing accom¬ 
modation because of race, color, religion, 
ancestry, national origin, place of birth, 
handicap or disability or use of guide dogs 
because of the blindness of the user. 

(c) For any person, including any owner 
or real estate broker, to discriminate in the 
furnishing of any facilities or services for 
any housing accommodation because of 
race, color, religion, ancestry, national ori¬ 
gin, place of birth, sex, handicap or dis¬ 
ability or use of guide dogs because of the 
blindness of the user. 

(d) For any person, including any owner 
or real estate broker, to publish, circulate, 
issue or display, or cause to be published, 
circulated, issued or displayed, any com¬ 
munication, notice, advertisement or sign of 
any kind relating to the sale, rental, lease, 
sublease, assignment, transfer or listing of 


a housing accommodation or accommoda¬ 
tions which indicates any preference, limita¬ 
tion, specification or discrimination based 
on race, color, rebgion, ancestry, national 
origin, place of birth, sex, handicap or dis¬ 
ability or use of guide dogs because of the 
blindness of the user. 

(e) For any person, including any bank, 
banking organization, mortgage company, 
insurance company or other financial or 
lending institution, or any agent or em¬ 
ployee thereof, to whom application is made 
for financial assistance for the purchase, 
lease, acquisition, construction, rehabilita¬ 
tion, repair or maintenance of any housing 
accommodation or housing accommodations: 

(1) To discriminate against any person or 
group of persons because of race, color, 
religion, ancestry, national origin, place 
of birth, sex, handicap or disability or 
use of guide dogs because of the blind¬ 
ness of the user, of such person or group, 
of persons or of the prospective occu¬ 
pants or tenants of such housing accom¬ 
modation in the granting, withholding, 
extending, modifying or in the rates, 
terms, conditions or privileges of any 
such financial assistance in connection 
therewith; or 

(2) To use any form of application for such 
financial assistance or make any record 
of inquiry in connection with applica¬ 
tions for such financial assistance which 
indicates, directly or indirectly, any limi¬ 
tation, specification or discrimination as 
to race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin, place of birth, sex, handicap or 
disability or use of guide dogs because 
of the blindness of the user, or any in¬ 
tent to make any such limitation, speci¬ 
fication or discrimination. 

(0 For any person to deny access, mem¬ 
bership or participation in any multiple list¬ 
ing service, real estate brokers* organization 
or other service, organization or facility re¬ 
lating to the business of selling or renting 
dwellings, or to discriminate in the terms 
or conditions of such access, membership 
or participation, on iccount of race, color, 
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religion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, handicap or disability or use of 
guide dogs because of the blindness of the 
user. 

(j) Nothing in this article shall bar any 
religious or sectarian institution or drgani a 
tion, or any charitable or educational or¬ 
ganization which is operated, supervised or 
controlled by or in connection with a re¬ 
ligious or sectarian organization, or any 
bona fide private or fraternal organization 
fiom limiting admission to or giving prefer¬ 
ence to persons of the same religion or sect, 
or to members of such private or fraternal 
organization, or from making such selection 
as is calculated by such organization to pro¬ 
mote the religious or sectarian principles or 
the aims, purposes or fraternal principles 
for which it is establshed or maintained. 

659.04 UNLAWFUL PUBLIC 

ACCOMMODATIONS PRACTICES. 

(a) Refuse, withhold from or deny to any 
person because of his race, color, religion, 
ancestry, national origin, place of birth, sex, 
handicap or disability or use of guide dogs 
because of the blindness of the user, either 
directly or indirectly, any of the accommo¬ 
dations, advantages, facilities, services or 
privileges, products or goods in such place 
of public accommodation, resort or amuse¬ 
ment. 

(b) Publish, circulate, issue, display, post 
or mail, either directly or indirectly, any 
written or printed communication, notice or 
advertisement to the effect that any of the 
accommodations, advantages, facilities, goods, 
products, services and privileges of any such 
place shall be refused, withheld or denied 
to any person on account of race, color, re¬ 
ligion, ancestry, national origin, place of 
birth, sex, handicap or disability or use of 
guide dogs because of the blindness of the 
user, or that the patronage of any person of 
any particular race, color, religion, ancestry, i 
national origin, place of birth, sex, handi- j 
cap or disability or use of guide dogs be- ! 
cause of the blindness of the user, is un¬ 
welcome, objectionable, or not acceptable, 
desired or solicited.”

Supplementing the Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article I, Regulated Rights 
and Actions by adding a new Chapter 611, 
Alarms, providing regulations for alarm sys¬ 
tems in the City of Pittsburgh. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code is 
hereby supplemented by the addition of the 
following new Chapter: 

CHAPTER 611 
ALARMS 

611.01. PERMIT REQUIRED. 

No person shall install, have installed, 
own, use, or possess an operative alarm 
system without having a permit from the 
Superintendent of Police. 

611.02. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) “Alarm System” means any device 
designed for the detection of an unautho¬ 
rized entry on the premises, unlawful act, 
or any emergency that alerts a municipal 
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organization of its commission or occurrence 
and when actuated gives a signal, either 
visual, audible, or both or transmits or 
causes to be transmitted a signal. 

(b) “False Alarm” means any alarm sig¬ 
nal that alerts a municipal organization, 
which is not the result of an actual or 
threatened emergency requiring their imme¬ 
diate response. False alarms include negli¬ 
gently or accidentally activated signals; sig¬ 
nals which are the result of faulty, malfunc¬ 
tioning, or improperly installed or main¬ 
tained equipment; signals which are pur¬ 
posely activated to summon Police, Fire or 
Emergency Services in non-emergency situa¬ 
tions; and alarm signals for which the actual 
cause is not determined. 

(c) “Local Alarm” means a system that 
gives a signal, either visual, audible, or both, 
on the exterior portion of the property, but 
does not leave that structure by wire or 
radio wave to a control receiving location. 

611.03. REQUIREMENTS. 

(a) All alarms systems shall be equipped 
with batteries in case of power failure. 

(b) Persons having local alarms must have 
some type of device attached to the alarm 
that will automatically shut the alarm off 
after 30 minutes or have some other sure 
means of turning the alarm off. 

(c) An alarm system user shall place on 
the main entrance a means of identifying 
the alarm system service; persons who may 
be called in the event of an alarm and the 
subject’s premises are unattended. 

611.04. PROHIBITIONS. 

(a) No persons owning, using or possess¬ 
ing an alarm system shall cause or permit 
the giving of repeated false alarms, whether 
intentional, accidental or otherwise. 

611.05. REVOCATION OF PERMIT. 

The Superintendent of Police may revoke 
or suspend any permit issued pursuant to 
this Chapter if he determines: 


(a) The application for the permit con¬ 
tains a statement of material fact which is 
false. 

(b) The licensee has failed to comply with 
the provisions of this Chapter. 

(c) An alarm system that is negligently 
maintained or used. More than five false 
alarms within a one (1) year period from 
the first false alarm shall be conclusive 
evidence of negligent maintenance or use. 

611.06. PERMITS. 

(a) The fee for an alarm system license 
shall be $10.00 for every two year period. 
The Superintendent of Police shall have the 
authority to establish a license period. 

611.07. FALSE ALARM PENALTY. 

(a) For the fifth (5th) and successive 24 
hour period in which false alarms occur 
from each alarm system, the permit holder 
of that alarm system, shall pay to the City 
of Pittsburgh fifteen dollars ($15.00) for 
each 24 hour period of alarms in which 
false alarms occur. Should the subject’s pre¬ 
mises of any alarm system change owner¬ 
ship, the new owner must apply for new 
permit. 

(b) The Police Department shall collect 
information on manufacture, installation, 
and maintenance of any burglar alarm sys¬ 
tem from which a false alarm has emanated. 

611.08. SEVERANCE CLAUSE. 

Should any section, paragraph, clause, or 
phrase of this Ordinance be declared un¬ 
constitutional or invalid by a court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction, the remainder of said 
Ordinance shall not be affected thereby and 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

611.09. REPEALER CLAUSE. 

All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances 
conflicting with the provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such conflict. 
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611.10. This Chapter will become effective 
ninety (90) days after passage.

responsible non-profit social service corpora¬ 
tion. These services shall be provided in a 
family environment and only to persons who 
are children under 18 years of age; physic¬ 
ally or mentally handicapped of any age; 
or elderly, 62 or more years of age who are 
in need of supervision and specialized ser¬ 
vices. This category shall not include facili¬ 
ties for persons 19 or more years of age, 
released from or under the jurisdiction of 
a government bureau of corrections or simi¬ 
lar institution. Supervision shall be provided 
by responsible adults whose number shall be 
determined and certified by the sponsoring 
agency.

An establishment 
that provides room and board to persons 
who are residents by virtue of receiving 
supervised specialized services limited to 
health, social and/or rehabilitative services 
provided by a governmental agency, their 
licensed or certified agents or any other 
responsible non-profit social service corpora¬ 
tion. Supervision shall be provided by res¬ 
ponsible adults whose number shall be de¬ 
termined and certified by the sponsoring 
agency. However, one responisble adult shall 
be available for the residents on a 24 hour- 
a-day basis.

WHEREAS, Act No. 76 of 1977 enacted 
by the General Assembly authorizes local 
taxing authorities to exempt from real prop¬ 
erty taxation, for specified periods, certain 
improvements, including construction, of in¬ 
dustrial and commercial property in deterio¬ 
rated areas; 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Pittsburgh Code is 
hereby supplemented by the addition of the 
following new sections: 

266.01 DEFINITIONS. As used in this 
Ordinance, the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings set forth below: 

(a) BOARD — Board of Property Assess¬ 
ment, Appeals and Review of Allegheny 
County. 

(b) DETERIORATED AREAS — Those 
locations in the City which City Coun¬ 
cil after public hearing, has determined 


to be physically impaired on the basis 
of one or more standards including, but 
not limited to, the following: 

(1) The buildings, by reason of age, 
obsolescense, inadequate or out¬ 
moded design or physical deteriora¬ 
tion have become economic or social 
liabilities. 

(2) The buildings are substandard, un¬ 
sanitary, unhealthy or unsafe, 

(3) The buildings are overcrowded, 
poorly spaced, or so lacking in light, 
space and air as to be unwholesome. 

(4) The buildings are faultily arranged, 
cover the land to an excessive ex¬ 
tent, show a deleterious use of land, 
or exhibit any combination of the 
above which is deterimental to 
health, safety or welfare. 

(5) A significant percentage of build¬ 
ings is more than 20 years of age. 

(6) A substantial amount of unimprov¬ 
ed, overgrown and unsightly vacant 
land exists which has remained so 
for a period of five years or more 
indicating a growing or total lack 
of utilization of land for econimic- 
ally desirable purposes. 

(7) A disproportionate number of tax 
delinquent properties exists. 

(8) The area is impoverished as certi¬ 
fied by the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs and approved by the 
Governor under the Act of Novem¬ 
ber 29, 1967, P.L. 636, No. 292, as 
amended, (“Neighborhood Assistance 
Act”) or blighted under criteria set 
forth in the Act of May 24, 1945, 
P.L. 991, No. 385 (“Urban Rede¬ 
velopment Law”). 

(d) CONSTRUCTION — The erection of 
a building or buildings on formerly 
unoccupied land or on land on which 
undesirable buildings which formerly 
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existed have been demolished or razed, 
which erection consists of industrial or 
commercial units designed to bring 
about higher standards of safety, health, 
economic or sociological growth or 
amenity. 

(e) IMPROVEMENT — Repair or con¬ 
struction (as defined in d, supra) in¬ 
cluding alterations and additions, hav¬ 
ing the effect of rehabilitating an exist¬ 
ing structure so that it allows higher 
standards of safety, health, economic or 
social amenity or the bringing into com¬ 
pliance of the structure with laws, ordi¬ 
nances or regulations governing building 
standards. Ordinary upkeep and main¬ 
tenance shall not be deemed an im¬ 
provement. 

(f> LOCAL TAXING AUTHORITY — 

Any county, city, borough, incorporated 
town, township, institution district or 
school district having authority to levy 
real property taxes. 

(g) MUNICIPAL GOVERNING BODY — 
A city, borough, incorporated town or 
township. 

(h) DETERIORATED PROPERTY — Any 

industrial, commercial or other business 
property owned by an individual, part¬ 
nership, association or corporation 
which is located in a deteriorating area; 
or any such property which has been 
the subject of an order of a govern¬ 
ment agency requiring the unit to be 
vacated, condemned or demolished by 
reason of noncompliance with laws, 
ordinances or regulations. 

(i) ASSESSED VALUATION — The worth 
assigned to a building as certified to 
the City by the Board of Property 
Assessment, Appeals and Review. The 
term “assessed valuation” shall not 
apply to the worth assigned to land 
exclusive of buildings. 

266.02 BOUNDARIES. The Council of 

the City of Pittsburgh has determined as a 

fact that Wards Nos. 1 through 32 of the 


City of Pittsburgh, respectively, constitute 
“deteriorated areas” within the purview of 
Act 76 of 1977. 

266.03 EXEMPTIONS. Any persons mak¬ 
ing improvements to deteriorated industrial 
and commercial properties or constructing 
industrial and commercial structures in de¬ 
teriorated areas may apply for and receive 
a tax exemption upon such improvements 
or construction as hereinafter provided: 

(a) The exemption from taxes shall be 
limited to a period of three (3) years. 

No exemption granted under this ordi¬ 
nance for any Improvement or construc¬ 
tion shall continue past the third tax 
year following the year after the issu¬ 
ance of the initial building permit.” 

(b) The exemption granted will be 100% 
of the tax upon the assessment attribut¬ 
able to the construction or improve¬ 
ment. There will be no abatement of 
tax on the assessed valuation attribut¬ 
able to land. 

266.04 CONDITIONS. 

(a) If tax exemption is granted pursuant to 
this Ordinance, the improvement or 
construction shall not, during the ex¬ 
emption period, be considered as a fac¬ 
tor in assessing other properties. 

(b) Exemption from taxation on the elig¬ 
ible amount of assessed valuation attri¬ 
butable to improvement or construction 
of industrial or commercial property in 
deteriorated areas will commence upon 
completion of the improvement or con¬ 
struction which shall be deemed to 
occur in the tax year immediately fol¬ 
lowing the year in which the initial 
building permit is issued or in that year 
in which an assessment valuation attri¬ 
butable to that improvement or new 
construction has been certified by the 
Board, whichever shall occur first. 

(c) All exemptions shall terminate no later 
than the completion of the third year 
following the tax year for which exemp¬ 
tion is first granted. 
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(d) The City may join with co-existing local 
taxing authorities for the purpose of 
setting up procedures that will imple¬ 
ment the intention of this Ordinance, 
and the City may cooperate with such 
co-existing taxing bodies to encourage 
the improvement or construction in de¬ 
teriorated areas of the City which this 
Ordinance is intended to bring about, 
except as restricted by this or any other 
ordinance, act of legislature, or law of 
the federal government. The City may 
also cooperate with other municipal 
governing bodies to establish uniform 
maximum exemptions. 

266.05 PROCEDURES FOR OBTAIN¬ 
ING EXEMPTION. At the time a person 
secures a building permit for making the 
improvements to or for the construction of 
industrial or commercial structures in dete¬ 
riorated area for which that person intends 
to request exemption, that person may apply 
to the City. For exemption of the taxes that 
would otherwise be imposed on the increase 
in the assessed valuation of that property 
attributable to the cost of construction or 
improvement, in the following manner: 

(a) At the time the building permit is ob¬ 
tained, a form prescribed by the Trea¬ 
surer should be obtained from the Trea¬ 
surer or Bureau of Building Inspection 
and submitted by the Treasurer to the 
Board. 

(b) The request for exemption must be in 
writing and certified on that form set¬ 
ting forth the following information: 

(1) The date the building permit was 
issued for the said construction or 
rehabilitation. 

(2) The type of improvements or the 
type of industrial or commercial 
construction for which exemption is 
requested. 

(3) The summary of the plan of the 
improvements or the plan of the 
construction. 


(4) The actual cost of the improve¬ 
ments or the actual cost of the con¬ 
struction. 

(5) Such additional information as the 
Treasurer may require. 

(c) When the improvement or proper con¬ 
struction has been completed, the prop¬ 
erty owner must notify the Board of 
Property Assessment, Appeals and Re¬ 
view and notify the Bureau of Building 
Inspection so that an inspection of the 
improvements or construction may be 
made. When the Bureau of Building 
Inspection has completed its inspection, 
the Board of Property Assessment, Ap¬ 
peals and Review will assess the prop¬ 
erty in question for purposes of cal¬ 
culating the amount of the assessment 
eligible for tax exemption under this 
ordinance. 

(d) The Assessor will send the required 
form to the Treasurer certifying the 
amount of the increase in assessment 
attributable to the improvement or to 
the construction. The Treasurer will 
then exonerate that portion of the in¬ 
crease and refund the amount of the 
taxes attributable to the exemption. 

(e) Appeals from the assessment may be 
taken £y the taxpayer or by the City 
as heretofore provided by law. 

266.06 The exemption from taxes autho¬ 
rized by this Ordinance shall be upon the 
property exempted and shall not terminate 
upon the sale, exchange or other alienation 
of such property. 

266.07 EFFECTIVE DATE. The provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance shall become effec¬ 
tive April 1, 1980 and, unless otherwise 
amended, remain in effect for a period of 
five years. 

266.08 RETROACTIVITY. It is the in¬ 
tent of Council that this Ordinance not be 
applied retroactively, and that no improve¬ 
ments or construction for which a building 
permit has already been issued prior to 
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April 1, 1980, be eligible for exemption. It 
is the intent of Council not to penalize those 
who by their diligent efforts since Ap.il 1, 
1980, got on the tax roles while this bill 
was being deliberated.

(b) Discriminate and discrimination — 
The terms “discriminate” and “discrimina¬ 
tion” include any difference in treatment 
based on race, color, religion, ancestry, na¬ 
tional origin, place of birth, sex, age, 
handicap or disability, or use of guide dogs, 
as specified. 

(c) Employer — Any person who em¬ 
ploys five or more employees, exclusive of 
the parents, spouse or children of such per¬ 
son, including the City of Pittsburgh, its 
departments, boards, commissions and au¬ 
thorities, and any other governmental agency 
within its jurisdiction, but excluding any 
religious, fraternal, charitable or sectarian 
organization which is not supported in whole 
or in part by any governmental appropria¬ 
tions. 

(d) Employment — The term “employ¬ 
ment” shall not include the employment of 
individuals in domestic service. 

(e) Employment Agency — Any person 
regularly undertaking with or without com¬ 
pensation to procure opportunities for em¬ 
ployment or to procure, recruit, refer or 
place employees. 

(f) Housing Accommodation — (1) a build¬ 
ing, structure or portion thereof which is 
used or occupied, or is intended, arranged 
or designed to be used or occupied, as a 
home, residence or sleeping place by a per¬ 
son, by a family, or by a group of persons 
living together, or (2) a parcel of real prop¬ 
erty or lot available for the construction of 
a housing accommodation. 
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(g) Labor Organization — Any Organiza¬ 
tion which exists for the purpose in whole 
or part of collective bargaining or of deal¬ 
ing with employers concerning grievances, 
terms or conditions of employment, or of 
other mutual aid or protection in relation to 
employment. 

(h) Lending Institution — Any bank, in¬ 
surance company, savings and loan associa¬ 
tion, or any other person regularly engaged 
in the business of lending money or guaran¬ 
teeing loans. 

(i) Owner — The term “owner” includes 
the owner, co-owner, lessee, sublessee, mort¬ 
gagee, assignee, manager, agent, or any other 
person having the right of ownership or pos¬ 
session or the authority to sell rent or lease 
any housing accommodation, or any person 
having an equitable or security interest in 
any housing accommodation, including the 
City of Pittsburgh and its departments, 
boards, commissions and authorities. 

(j) Real Estate Broker — Any natural 
person, partnership, corporation or other 
association which for a fee or other valuable 
consideration manages, sells, purchases, ex¬ 
changes or rents or negotiates, or offers or 
attempts to negotiate the sale, purchase, 
exchange or rental of the real property of 
another, or holds itself out as engaged in 
the business of managing, selling, purchas¬ 
ing, exchanging or renting the real property 
of another, or collects rent for the use of 
the real property of another, and includes 
real estate salesmen or agents or any othr 
person employed by a real estate broker to 
perform or to assist in the performance of 
his business.

(a) The Human Relations Commission 
shall appoint an Executive Director and 
such other personnel as authorized by Coun¬ 
cil to assist the Commission in administer¬ 
ing, implementing and enforcing the pro¬ 
visions of this article. In proposing a budget 
for the operation of the Commission, the 
Mayor may take into consideration the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Commission. 

SECTION 3. The Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article V, Discrimination, 
Chapter 655, Executive Director; Enforce¬ 
ment Procedure, Section 655.04, COM¬ 
PLAINT REVIEW is hereby supplemented 
as follows: 

“655.04. COMPLAINT REVIW. 

If the Human Relations Commission de¬ 
termines that there is no basis for the 
allegations n a complaint, the complaint 
shall be dismissed and the complaintant noti¬ 
fied in writing. Within ten days from the 
receipt of such notice, the complainant’s 
attorney may file with the Commisson a 
request for review. The Commisson shall 
provide the complainant’s attorney an op¬ 
portunity to appear before the Commission, 
a member thereof or a staff representative. 
After a review the Commission may reverse 
its decision, or if the Commission or its 
representative determines that there is no 
basis for the allegations, the dismissal of the 
complaint shall be affirmed and no further 
review of such decison shall be taken. 

If (he Commission determines after inves¬ 
tigation that probable cause exists for the 
allegations made in the complaint, it may 
attempt to eliminate the unlawful practice 
by means of conference or meetings with 
all parties. 
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SECTION 4. The Pittsburgh Code, Title 
Six, Conduct, Article V, Discrimination, 
Chapter 655 Executive Director; Enforce¬ 
ment Procedure, Section 655.06 PUBLIC 
HEARING NOTICE, PROCEDURE AND 
ORDER is hereby supplemented as follows: 

“655.06 PUBLIC HEARING NOTICE, 
PROCEDURE AND ORDER. 

(a) In any case of failure to eliminate the 
unlawful practice charged in the complaint 
by means of informal proceedings, or in ad* 
vance thereof, if in the judgment of the 
Commission the facts so warrant, the Com¬ 
mission may hold a public hearing to deter¬ 
mine whether or not an unlawful practice 
has been committed, or without holding 
such a hearing, certify the case to its Solici¬ 
tor for action in accordance with this Code. 
Where a public hearing is ordered, the Hu¬ 
man Relations Commission shall designate 
one or more members to conduct such a 
hearing. The Commission shall serve upon 
the person charged with engaging or having 
engaged in the unlawful practice, hereinafter 
referred to as respondent, a statement of the 
charges made in the complaint as amended 
and a notice of the time and place of the 
hearing. The hearing shall be held not less 
than ten days after the service of the state¬ 
ment of charges. 

SECTION 6. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 

Supplementing and amending the Pitts¬ 


burgh Code, Title Two, Fiscal, Article IX 
Property Taxes, Chapter 263, Real Property 
Tax, Section 1, Levy and Rate on Lands 
and Buildings, and Section 2(c), Penalties 
For Late Payment, by imposing the Real 
Property Tax for 1981 and by changing the 
rate of penalty and interest. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Section 263.01 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“263.01 LEVY AND RATE ON LANDS 
AND BUILDINGS. 

Effective January 1, 1981, for the purpose 
of providing revenue for the payment of the 
ordinary current expenses of the City, for 
the payment of interest on the funded and 
floating indebtedness of the City and of the 
constituent units constituting the present 
City, created prior to their annexation to or 
consolidation with the City, for the payment 
of the amounts required to be paid to the 
several sinking funds for the retirement at 
maturity of the outstanding indebtedness of 
the City, and of the constituent units con¬ 
stituting the present City, created prior to 
their annexation to or consolidation with 
the City, due or to be come due during the 
fiscal year begnning January 1, [1980] 1981, 
and ending December 31, [1980] 1981, and 
for the payment of other liabilities of the 
City due or to become due during the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, [1980] 1981, and 
ending December 31, [1980] 1981, the fol¬ 
lowing taxes shall be and the same are here¬ 
by levied and assessed upon all real prop¬ 
erty taxable for State, County and City pur¬ 
poses within the limits of the City, viz: one 
hundred and twenty-five and one-half 
(125.5) mills upon each dollar or twelve 
dollars and fifty-five cents (12.55) upon 
each one hundred dollars ($100.00) of the 
assessed valuation of land, and twenty-four 
and three quarters (24.75) mills upon each 
dollar or two dollars and forty-seven and 
one-half cents ($2,475) upon each one hun¬ 
dred dollars ($100.00) of the assessed valua¬ 
tion of all buildings.” 
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SECTION 2. Section 263.02(c) of the 
Pittsburgh Code is hereby amended and 
supplemented to read as follows. 

“263.02(c) Penalties for Late Payment. 
Taxes imposed under this chapter which are 
not paid by March 31, or in the case of 
quarterly payments, by the due dates set 
forth above, shall be delinquent and two 
percent (2%) of the total amount of such 
taxes shall forthwith be added to such 
delinquent taxes as a penalty for the non¬ 
payment thereof at the times herein pres¬ 
cribed the penalty and interest set forth in 
Chapter 209.04 shall then be added at the 
times designated herein. Where the taxpayer 
makes no payment by March 31, the entire 
year’s tax becomes delinquent as of April 
1, regardless of the option elected by the 
taxpayer. [In addition to such penalty, de¬ 
linquent taxes shall bear interest at the rate 
of onc-half percent (%%) per month on the 
face amount of such delinquent taxes for 
each and every month, or part thereof, that 
the same remain delinquent and unpaid..] 

SECTION 3. EFFECTIVE DATE. The 
effective date of this Ordinance shall be 
January 1, 1981, as it is the intention of 
Council that the effective date of this Ordi¬ 
nance coincide with the beginning of the 
City’s fiscal year. 

SECTION 4. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this 
Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 

Amending the Pittsburgh Code, Title Two, 


Fiscal, Article I, Administration, Article 
VII, Business Related Taxes, and Article IX. 
Property Taxes, and Title Three, Water, 
Article VII, Assessment, Billing and Exon¬ 
erations, by changing the rates of penalty 
and interest on unpaid taxes and water 
charges. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Section 209.04 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“209.04 INTEREST AND PENALTIES. 

If for any reason, a tax is not paid when 
due, interest at the rate of [six percent 
(6%)] twelve percent (12%) per annum on 
the amount of such tax, and an additional 
penalty of one-half percent (%%) of the 
amount of the unpaid tax for each month 
or fraction thereof during which the tax 
remains unpaid, shall be added and col¬ 
lected [unless otherwise specified in this 
Title.]; provided, however, that the rates 
of penalty and interest set forth herein shall 
not apply to the Amusement Tax, imposed 
by Chapter 241 of this Title, or to the 
Parking Tax, imposed by Chapter 253 of 
this Title; the rates for penalty and interest 
set in the said chapters apply to the taxes 
imposed therein. Where suit is brought for 
the recovery of [such] any tax imposed 
under this Title, the person liable therefor 
shall, in addition, be liable for the costs of 
collection and for the interest and penalties 
[herein] imposed. Once due and owing, 
penalty and interest become[s] part of the 
tax and shall be collected as such. A tax¬ 
payer’s beliefs belief that no tax is due 
and owing is no defense to the imposition 
of penalty.” 

SECTION 2. Section 251.06 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code (re: Occupation Privilege Tax) 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“251.06 COLLECTION. 

The Treasurer shall collect, by suit or 
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otherwise, all taxes, due and unpaid. [If for 
any reason, any tax is not paid when due, 
interest at the rate of six percent (6%) per 
year on the amount of unpaid tax and an 
additional penalty of one-half percent 06%) 
of the amount of unpaid tax, for each 
month or fraction of month during which 
the tax remains unpaid, shall be added and 
collected. Whenever suit is brought for the 
recovery of unpaid tax, the taxpayer shall, 
in addition, be liable for the costs of col¬ 
lection as well as for interest and penalties,] 
The Treasurer may accept payment under 
protest of the tax claimed by the City in 
any case where any person disputes the 
City’s claim for the tax. If a court of com¬ 
petent jurisdiction thereafter decides that 
there has been overpayment to the Trea¬ 
surer, the Treasurer shall refund the 
amount of the overpayment to the person 
who paid under protest. All refunds shall 
be made in conformity with the procedure 
prescribed in this Title.” 

SECTION 3. Section 255.06 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code (re: Realty Transfer Tax) is 
hereby deleted. 

[255.06 INTEREST AND PENALTIES. 

If for any reason the tax is not paid when 
due, interest at the rate of six percent (6%) 
per annum on the amount of such tax and 
and additional penalty of one-half percent 
06%) of the amount of the unpaid tax for 
each month or fraction thereof during which 
the tax remains unpaid shall be added and 
collected. Where suit is brought for the 
recovery of the tax, the person liable shal\ 
in addition, be liable for the cost of col¬ 
lection as well as for the interest and pen¬ 
alties herein imposed.] 

SECTION 4. Section 261.07 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code (re: Personal Property Tax) is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

”261.07 TAX PAYMENT AND 
COLLECTION. 

(a) Taxes imposed by this chapter shall 
be due and payable on May 1 of each tax 
year. Taxes paid during the months of May, 


June and July of each tax year shall be 
subject to a discount of two percent (2%), 
and if not paid within such months shall be 
payable at face during August Taxes un¬ 
paid by August 31 shall be considered de¬ 
linquent. [and shall be subject to a penalty 
of five percent (5%) of the face amount of 
the tax and interest at the rate of one-half 
percent 06%) per month until paid.] 

(b) All taxes, penalties and interest [im¬ 
posed by this chapter] shall be paid to and 
collected by the City Treasurer. Delinquent 
taxes shall be recovered by the Treasurer 
by suit in assumpsit or by such other 
methods as are authorized and allowed by 
law.” 

SECTION 5. Section 263.02(c) of the 
Pittsburgh Code (re: Real Property Tax) is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

“(c) Penalties for Late Payment. Taxes 
imposed under this chapter which are not 
paid by March 31 or in the case of quart¬ 
erly payments, by the due dates set forth 
above, shall be delinquent, [and two percent 
(2%) of the total amount of such taxes shall 
forthwith be added to such delinquent taxes 
as a penalty for the nonpayment thereof at 
the times herein prescribed.] Where the 
taxpayer makes no payment by March 31, 
the entire year’s tax becomes delinquent as 
of April 1, regardless of the option elected 
by the taxpayer. [In addition to such p n- 
alty, delinquent taxes shall bear interest at 
the rate of one-half percent 06%) per 
month on the face amount of such delin¬ 
quent taxes for each and every month, or 
part thereof, that the same remain delnquent 
and unpaid.]” 

SECTION 6. Section 341.03 of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Code (re: Water Rates) is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“341.03 PENALTIES FOR 
DELIQUENT PAYMENT. 

(a) Nonmetered Use. If payments are 
not made by the prescribed due date, they 
shall be considered delinquent. Penalty shall 
be added at the rate of six percent (6%)
